Oklahoma is king in the modern era of college football (1946-2013). Since 
the end of World War II, the Sooners are the nation’s No. 1 team, with more 
victories (598) than any other school and the best winning percentage (.764). 
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Greatest Players in College Football 


Some of the greatest players in college football history have worn the 
Crimson and Cream. The University of Oklahoma has averaged more 


than one All-American per year since it began playing football in 1895. 
To date, OU players have earned the prestigious rs 
honor 154 times. 


Five Sooners have been awarded the 
Heisman Trophy, including quarterback Sam 

Bradford in 2008, quarterback Jason White in 
2003, running back Billy Sims in 1978 and 


running back Steve Owens in 1969. 
Running back Billy Vessels was 
OU’s first Heisman winner in 1952. 

This is one of the 
hottest programs in all of sports. 


Oklahoma has played in four national championship games over the last 14 
seasons, owns eight Big 12 championships during that time and won in all four of 
the BCS games. OU also has turned out a list of award winners and draft picks so 
long that it taxes even the best memory to name them all. 


Greatness begets greatness and there has been plenty of that in Norman lately. 
Now, from all corners of the country, the best players come to join a program of 
traditional success that is riding one of its biggest waves. 


Statistics prove that Oklahoma is more likely to hit the 10-win mark than any other 
program in the nation with 35 10-win seasons including 12 of 15 seasons under 
Bob Stoops. In fact, among teams playing in BCS conferences from 2000-14, only : 
Oklahoma and Virginia Tech can claim 11 10-win campaigns. 


The Sooners also lead the nation with 21 seasons with at least 11 wins.

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Stoops Era Attendance Exceeds 7 Million 


Since Bob Stoops became the head coach in 1999, Oklahoma has drawn 
7,047,434 fans to Gaylord Family - Oklahoma Memorial Stadium. Never has 
Sooner football been more popular with its rabid following. 


Stoops’ winning ways, which have yielded 87 victories in 92 home games, 
stoked the Sooner nation and have led to the expansion of OU’s stadium by 
9,347 seats. Even so, attendance has exceeded the listed capacity of 82,112 in 
59 consecutive games. 


In 2012, Oklahoma fans set a record for average season attendance (85,243) 
and broke the single-game mark with 86,031 fans against Notre Dame on Oct. 
27. The number is typical of what has happened here in recent years. The top 
10 seasons for OU home attendance have taken place since Stoops arrived. 
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Stoops Leads Oklahoma to Seventh Title 


In a 2000 season so richly laced with great moments, the one for the 
ages came in the national title game, a 13-2 victory over Florida 
State in the Orange Bowl. It has been called by some the 

greatest defensive effort ever in a championship game. 


The national title season came just two years into Bob 
Stoops’ tenure and just two years removed from a 
sub-.500 season. Along the way, the Sooners had 
thrilling wins over Nebraska, Texas, Texas A&M 

and Kansas State (twice), with only one of those 
contests played at Owen Field in Norman. 
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Headliners included QB Josh Heupel, who finished 
second in the Heisman voting, and big-play linebacker 
Torrance Marshall. The mark at the end of the season 
was an unblemished 13-0. 
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Oklahoma is Championship Football 


Nothing defines the competitive success of a college athletics program like a national 
championship. Oklahoma, with seven national titles sprinkled over four decades, is one of the very 
few programs that sets out each fall with the expectation and legitimate goal of pursuing 

the national crown. That pursuit rates as a lot more than just talk around here. 


The aura is unmistakable, and it radiates from real and repeated success on college football's 
biggest stage. Oklahoma has claimed more national championships than any other Big 12 program. 


The Sooners under Bob Stoops earned the program’s most recent title in 2000 with 
an Orange Bowl victory over Florida State to cap an undefeated, 13-0 season. 
OU’s other championships came under Barry Switzer in 1985, 1975 and 1974, 

and Bud Wilkinson in 1956, 1955 and 1950. 


Oklahoma has played for the BCS title four times during Stoops’ tenure.

His teams still hold the modern record for 
consecutive wins by a FBS school with 47 straight victories from 1953-

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No Team Has More Big 12 Titles 


Oklahoma won its first conference championship in 1915 and has since 
tacked on another 43. In other words, the Sooners average a conference 
title just about every two seasons. That same pace has carried through the 
Bob Stoops era with eight league crowns in 14 years. 


Eight Big 12 Conference Championships 


Since the formation of the Big 12 Conference in 1996, no team has won as many league titles as 
Oklahoma. In fact, no other school has won more than three and five of the league members have 
yet to win their first. OU grabbed its most recent title in 2012 when OU shared the conference 

belt with Kansas State after both went 8-1 in league play. The Sooners’ other Big 12 crowns 

came in 2010 (23-20 over Nebraska in Dallas), 2008 (62-21 over Missouri in Kansas City), 2007 
(38-17 over Missouri in San Antonio), 2006 (21-7 over Nebraska at Kansas City), 2004 (42-3 over 
Colorado at Kansas City), 2002 (29-7 over Colorado at Houston) and 2000 (27-24 over Kansas

Peterson Becomes Oklahoma's First NFL MVP 
In 2012, Adrian Peterson became the first former Sooner to be named the 
NFL's Most Valuable Player. 


Peterson accumulated 2,097 rushing yards, coming nine yards shy of 
surpassing the NFL's single-season record established by Eric Dickerson 
of the Los Angeles Rams (2,105 yards in 1984). Making Peterson's 
record-setting season even more remarkable was the fact that he suffered 
a severe knee injury on Dec. 24, 2011. Since Peterson entered the NFL in 
2007, no player has accumulated more rushing yards (10,482), total TDs 
(96), rushing TDs (91), rushing yards per game (98.0), rushes for 10+ 
yards (287) or yards from scrimmage (12,220). 


The seventh overall pick in the 2007 NFL Draft by the Minnesota Vikings, 
Peterson went on to be named the NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year. 
Peterson, who that year set the NFL record for single-game rushing yards 


(296), became only the fifth player in NFL history to run for 3,000 yards 


through his first two seasons.

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STADIUM MASTER PLAN 


The University of Oklahoma Board of 
Regents approved a proposal from OU 
Athletics on June 25, 2014 to proceed with 
the development of plans and projects 

for a major renovation and modernization 
of Gaylord Family - Oklahoma Memorial 
Stadium. Among other changes, the 

south end zone will be enclosed to form a 
continuous bowl. 


The conceptual master plan outlines 
numerous amenities and upgrades that 
will enhance the fan environment on all 
seating levels. In addition, numerous areas 
utilized within the facility by Oklahoma 


student-athletes will be decidedly expanded 


or renovated. The estimated cost of this 
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proposed project is $370 million. No 


state-appropriated funds and no funds from 


student tuition will be used. In addition to 
bonds, a significant part of the project will 
be funded by private fundraising. 


An increase in the square footage of the 
stadium’s south end zone will feature an 
expansive 46,000-square foot fan plaza 
and a covered upper concourse. A major 
redevelopment of the Barry Switzer Center 
will also result in nearly 50,000 square feet 
of new space for student-athletes. Weight 
room facilities are slated to be enlarged, 
resulting in a year-round high-performance 
training, conditioning and speed 
enhancement center measuring 30,852 
square feet. 
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Gaylord Family - Oklahoma Memorial Stadium is one of America’s most 
recognized college football cathedrals. Situated on the east side of the 
Norman campus, this historical facility is the largest sports arena in 

the state and, following its recent expansion, now ranks among the 20 
largest on-campus facilities in the nation. 


Memorial Stadium’s rich heritage has not hindered its evolution, a never- 
ending growth fueled by the football program’s overwhelming popularity. 
Almost since its inception, the stadium has been a work in progress. That 
fact holds true today. Using bond money and generous contributions, the 
stadium has recently undergone a number of changes. 


Prior to the 2009 season, Switzer Center additions and renovations 

were completed in Barry Switzer Center. The players locker room was 
expanded and remodeled while a 950-square foot hydrotherapy area and 
a new 4,000-square foot Red Room with seating for 211 was built. 


The most major of those was a $4.5 million venture that added a state 
of the art 3,689 square feet HD video board atop the south endzone in 
2008. 


The summer of 2003 saw a venture that added 8,000 seats including 
27 suites on the stadium's east side, bringing the total number of suites 
to 63. At the same time, the press box was remodeled and outfitted 

with several state of the art features. Another phase of that project 
stretched into 2004 when renovations to the Santee Lounge, restroom 
and concessions facilities and a new brick facade on the west side were 
completed. 


In the two years prior to the stadium upgrade and expansion, renovations 
were completed in the coaches’ offices, locker rooms, sports medicine 
and weight training facilities. 


In 1921, University of Oklahoma students started a movement for 
construction of a student union. By 1925, the idea had grown to include a 
combined football stadium/student union. 


In the original architect's drawings, the north end of the proposed 
structure was strikingly similar to the present Oklahoma Memorial 
Union, which eventually was constructed separately when head coach 
Bennie Owen suggested it would be best to raise funds for a union and 
a stadium. 


The first game played at the site took place Oct. 20,1923 (a 63-7 win 
over Washington, Mo.), before the stadium/union plan got under way. 
The field was named Owen Field after Owen, who became a charter 
member of the National Football Hall of Fame. 


In 1925, the first contest was played in front of the new stands on the 
west side of the field. The 16,000-seat Oklahoma Memorial Stadium, 
named in honor of University personnel who died in World War |, was 
erected at a cost of approximately $293,000.

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Stands on the east side of the stadium were added prior to the 1929 
season. That addition increased the seating capacity to 32,000, where it 
stood for 20 years. 


In 1949, OU president George L. Cross pushed for expansion and 
the result was a six-foot lowering of the old playing surface and the 
elimination of a running track that surrounded the playing area. 


The changes produced 7,000 new ringside seats and brought capacity to 
55,000. The north end of the stadium also was enclosed. In 1957, green 
grandstand bleachers were added to the south end of the field, enabling 
the stadium to hold 61,836 fans. 


Eighteen years later came the addition of the upper deck and new press 
box. Another 8,436 seats were added at a cost of $5,726,345. Capacity 
for the 1975 National Championship season was 71,187. Before the 
1980 season, the old green bleachers were replaced with the new south 
end zone facility. In addition to improved seating, the complex included 
coaches’ offices, the weight room, meeting rooms, a training room, the 
equipment room and two locker rooms. The addition brought the stadium 
capacity to 75,004. Capacity was decreased to 72,765 prior to the 1998 
season to provide more wheelchair seating. 


In July, 1970 the original natural grass surface was removed and artificial 
turf was installed. That tartan turf was replaced with super turf before the 
1981 season. Owen Field returned to grass in 1994. 


A Stadium Master Plan was approved by the OU Board of Regents in 
June 1994. Construction of nine west side suites began in April 1995 and 
was completed that year. The suites are leased annually. Eight of the 
suites seat 12 and the President's suite seats 24. 


Subsequent improvements included the installation of stadium lights to 
allow night games, a new scoreboard and a video screen. 


The Barry Switzer Center, named after the former OU head football 
coach, opened in April 1999. The complex includes a sports medicine 
facility with the latest equipment and technology to better accommodate 
OU'’s student-athletes; the Robin Siegfried and Family Strength and 
Conditioning Facility, which can accommodate more than 400 athletes; 
new locker rooms; new coaches offices; the Anderson All-American 
Plaza and the OU Touchdown Club Legends Lobby. The Legends 
Lobby, which underwent a $1 million upgrade in the summer of 2004, 
features some of OU’s finest moments, most legendary figures and rare 
memorabilia. 


Entertainment Not Limited to Football 


Gaylord Family - Oklahoma Memorial Stadium has hosted numerous 
major non-sporting events over the years, including concerts by The 
Rolling Stones (1997), U2 (2009) and the Oklahoma Twister Relief 
Concert headlined by Toby Keith in 2013. Last year’s benefit concert 
attracted over 60,000 fans, marking the biggest known single-day 
concert attendance figure ever recorded in the state of Oklahoma.

With the expansion of Oklahoma Memorial Stadium to an official capacity 
of 82,112 and with every home game exceeding that capacity, Oklahoma 
set numerous attendance records the past two years. In fact, the 10 
largest crowds in Memorial Stadium history have occurred in the past few 
seasons. 


Oklahoma’s average attendance in 2013 for six home games was 
84,722, ranking OU second in the Big 12 and No. 13 in the nation in 
average attendance. 


The largest crowd ever to watch a game in the history of the state of 
Oklahoma jammed Memorial Stadium on Oct. 27, 2012. The Sooners fell 
to Notre Dame, 30-13, in front of 86,031 fans. 


OU has compiled an 87-5 record at home (.946) under head coach Bob 
Stoops (1999-2013). Not coincidentally, those 15 seasons all rank at the 
top of the list for average home attendance.

Attacking Defense Built on Speed 


Oklahoma’s defense suffers from a bit of an identity crisis. 


With a takeaway in 172 of Bob Stoops’ 199 games and 48 defensive 
touchdowns during this coach’s tenure, the defense has a reputation of, 
well, being a little offensive. 


The Sooners’ attack-style defense, long appreciated for its speed and 
aggressive attitude, is perhaps best known for its consistency. OU has 
ranked among the top 16 teams in the nation in total defense for eight of 
the last 13 years. 


Outstanding players have dominated the landscape. Twice in the last 13 


years, a Sooner has been named the best defensive player in the nation.

The Big 12 enters its 19th year as it continues to promote the strength 
and success of one of the nation’s premier athletic conferences under the 
direction of third-year commissioner Bob Bowlsby. 


TCU and West Virginia joined the league on July 1, 2012 and became the 
Big 12’s first additions since inception, joining Baylor, lowa State, Kansas, 
Kansas State, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas and Texas Tech. 


With 10 members, the Big 12 remains as the only major conference in the 
nation to determine its champions in all sports directly on the field of play 
with a full round-robin schedule. 


The conference’s hard work ethic and strong values have translated to 
enormous success in its first 18 years. Since it began competition in 
1996-97, the league can boast of 53 NCAA team titles and 552 individual 
national championships. 


The Big 12 lays claim to five Heisman Trophy winners since 1996 and 

has had a finalist in 12 of its 18 seasons — tied for the most of any league. 
Twenty athletes have earned major individual awards in football in the past 
six campaigns. Overall, more than 1,900 student-athletes have earned 
All-America recognition in the past seven years alone.

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Media Credentials 


Requests for media credentials for University of Oklahoma home 
games should be made online at SoonerSportsMedia.com. Only those 
requests submitted by the sports editor of a newspaper or the sports 
director for a radio or television station will be considered. 


Priority is given to daily newspapers (by circulation), television stations 
and radio stations that program sports for more than half of their daily 
broadcast schedules. A credential does not guarantee a seat and 
access to the team bench area is prohibited at all times. Credentials 
include: 


Press Box: Primary recipients are newspaper writers, television 


reporters and radio personnel. This pass gains access to the press box. 


Sideline access is only permitted for the last five minutes of the game. 


Sideline: Primary recipients are photographers. Only photographers 
on assignment for accredited publications will be afforded credentials. 
Pass only gains access to the sideline (not the press box). 


Combination: These are only for those individuals who require access 
to the press box and the sideline. Few are issued. 


Season Credentials 

Requests should be made at SoonerSportsMedia.com. Only 
those media who routinely cover OU games, practices and media 
conferences are eligible for season credentials. 


Any media member who loses a season credential will be under review 
to be moved to the single-game list for the following season. Media 
outlets who cannot provide names for passes for an entire season 

will be placed on the single-game list and should provide names on a 
weekly basis. 


Single-Game Credentials 

Requests must be made at least one week in advance of the contest. 
Any organization that requests a single-game credential then does not 
use it will not be granted another pass for the remainder of the season. 
No credentials will be granted after Thursday of game week. 


OU-Texas Credentials 

Those interested in covering the annual Oklahoma-Texas game at 
Dallas will need to make a separate request for credentials. Each 
school handles the requests from its regular pool of media. Aside from 
national media, only season credential holders are eligible. 


Oklahoma will serve as the host school this year. Any media not based 
in Oklahoma or Texas should contact OU for credentials. OU-Texas 
credentials will be distributed to local media at the Monday media 
luncheon in Norman. Any credentials not claimed that day will be 
available the Friday before the game at a pickup location in Dallas 
(times and exact location TBA). 


Credential Pickup (OU Home Games) 

Credentials may be picked up from the Oklahoma Athletics 
Communications office during the week or from media will call (Gate 
2) at Gaylord Family - Oklahoma Memorial Stadium on game day 
beginning three hours before kickoff (see map on page 33). Each 
media representative must claim his or her pass. No group pickups are 
allowed on the day of the game.

Credential requests for Oklahoma football season will only be accepted 
online at SoonerSportsMedia.com. Please visit the web site for 
complete instructions on submitting the online application form. 


Parking Passes 

Parking passes are in a limited supply and will be prioritized similar to 
the way credentials are issued. Most media parking is located in the 
Asp Ave. Parking Facility, located immediately west of the stadium, one 
half block north of the intersection at Lindsey and Asp (see map on 
page 59).

Monday: Bob Stoops participates on the Big 12’s Weekly 
Teleconference at 10:10 a.m. Media Luncheon at 11:30 a.m., at the 
stadium. Coach Stoops’ comments, beginning at noon. A few players 
also are available.

Saturday: Post-game availability only. Members of the OU Athletics 
Communications staff will escort media representatives to the 
appropriate post-game interview areas with five minutes remaining in 
the game.

Head coach Bob Stoops and several Sooner players will be brought to 
a designated interview area. At home games, that area is the Adrian 
Peterson Team Meeting Room, located in the Switzer Center (first 
floor). 


At the beginning of the fourth quarter, interview requests will be 
collected. 


For games in Norman, the opposing head coach will meet with the 
media inside the opponent interview room, the SoonerVision studio 
(southwest corner, under the stadium grandstands). A representative 
from the OU Communications Office will be on hand to assist the media 
in finding this area. Interviews with the head coach and players from 
the visiting team will be based on the postgame policy of that institution. 


* Some players have evening classes that could preclude them from 
post-practice interviews. 


Bob Stoops’ weekly radio show takes place each Tuesday night 
during the season. Depending on the length of the workout, he may not 
be available for interviews after practice. 
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The winningest coach in Oklahoma history, Bob Stoops 
owns the singular distiction of being the only college head 
coach to lead his squad to victory in every BCS bowl game 
and the BCS National Championship Game. 


Quantifying the lasting impact that Stoops has made on Oklahoma is the easy part. 
No head coach in the Sooners illustrious history has produced more victories than 
Stoops (160), who surpassed Barry Switzer in 2013. That OU coaching lineage of 
100-game winners also includes the iconic Bud Wilkinson and Bennie Owen. 


Stoops has led the Sooners to a school-record 15 consecutive bowl berths and eight 
Big 12 titles. Even though he didn’t arrive in Norman until the Big 12 was three years 
old, the Youngstown, Ohio, native has already coached the program to more than 
twice as many championships as any other school in the league with eight. 


Putting Stoops’ accomplishments and remarkable consistency in the proper national 
perspective isn’t difficult. No team from a BCS conference owns more victories or a 
better winning percentage than Oklahoma (160-39, .804) since he took over the 
Sooners’ fortunes. No school can claim more BCS berths since 2000 than Oklahoma's 
nine. Only three schools can boast longer active streaks of consecutive bowl berths. 


This 30-year coaching veteran completed his winning BCS bowl cycle as Oklahoma 
registered a 45-31 victory over No. 3 Alabama in the 80th Allstate Sugar Bowl. That 
victory vaulted the Sooners to the No. 6 spot in the final AP Poll. Dating back to the 
2000 campaign, no team boasts more AP Top 10 finishes than Oklahoma (9). 


Among teams from BCS conferences only Alabama (72) and Oregon (67) have more 
wins than Oklahoma (63) over the past six seasons, a tribute to Stoops and his 
talented staff. Stoops, Nick Saban (Alabama) and Les Miles (LSU) are the only three 
FBS coaches that have guided their their schools to 10 or more victories each of the 
past four campaigns, a remarkable feat in today’s college football landscape. 


Only Virginia Tech’s Frank Beamer (1987) and Troy’s Larry Blakeney (1991) have been 
at their posts longer. Add it all up, and it’s easy to see why ESPN the Magazine named 
Oklahoma the top college football program of the BCS era in 2012. Among active FBS 
coaches, only Urban Meyer owns a better winning percentage at .837 (128-25). 


During his remarkable run, Stoops has picked up 17 coach of the year citations, 
including eight on the national level (only five coaches nationally have won more 
conference coach of the year awards). Under Stoops’ direction, the Sooners have 
posted 12 seasons with 10 or more wins in his 15 years at OU, a total that no FBS 
program can top dating back to 1999. 


Prior to his arrival at Oklahoma, the proud Sooner program was five years removed 
from a winning record and hadn't produced double-digit victories since 1987. OU has 
also registered 10 seasons with 11 or more wins since the start of the 2000 campaign, 
a figure that leads the nation over that span. Stoops reached 100 victories faster than 
any coach in college football history. In fact, only five coaches needed fewer games to 
reach the 150-win plateau than Stoops (187 games). That list reads like a who's who 
of the game's coaching elite: Switzer (180 games), Fielding Yost (180), Gil Doobie 
(180), Joe Paterno (184) and Tom Osborne (186). 
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Stoops’ OU squads have frequently risen to the occasion against the nation’s toughest 
teams. The Sooners are 50-23 (.685) against AP Top 25 foes during his tenure with 13 
wins against AP Top 10 squads and 10 victories against top-five teams. 


Since the start of the 21st century, Oklahoma has been the standbearer of success 
among BCS conference schools in 11 major categories. Over the past 14 seasons, 
OU leads all those schools in victories (153), winning percentage (.818), total 
touchdowns (881), turnover differential (+108), takeaways (410) and third-down 
conversions (1,230). Impressive totals, indeed. 


Conference supremacy has also been a trademark of Stoops’ tenure in Norman. 

In addition to eight Big 12 trophies, no Big 12 squad owns more regular season 
conference wins (99) or victories against AP Top 25 foes (50) than Oklahoma dating 
back to 1999. Over the past four years, the Sooners’ 27 Big 12 wins and 14 victories 
against ranked foes remain the top mark in the conference, as well. 


The 2013 campaign may have marked one of the finest all-around coaching efforts 
of Stoops and his staff in recent memory as OU utilized two different starting 
quarterbacks and a revamped defensive scheme filled with untested performers. 
Oklahoma registered its first victory over Notre Dame in half a century before 
overcoming injuries to senior leaders on both sides of the ball to conclude the Big 
12 schedule with back-to-back road wins in the bitter cold at Kansas State and 

at Oklahoma State. Oklahoma's ninth BCS bowl berth ensued, culminating in a 
blockbuster victory against an Alabama squad that had won back-to-back national 
championships. 


But Stoops has long insisted that players win games, not coaches. However, it’s 
hard to argue with the consistent level of top-flight talent Stoops and his staff have 
attracted to Oklahoma. Two Heisman winners and five Heisman finalists have been 
characteristic of the offensive playmakers who have signed with the Sooners. If you 
want opulent offense, look no further than Owen Field. Stoops’ 2008 team was the 
first to score 60 or more points in five straight games en route to scoring an NCAA 
single-season record with 716 points. 


There has been no lack of game-changing defensive performers on the roster, either. 
Oklahoma is the only program to produce two players who won the Thorpe and 
Nagurski Awards in the same season. Sizzling special teams performers have been 
part of the equation, as well. Over the past three seasons alone the Sooners have 
registered six touchdowns and three safeties in the kicking game. 


Stoops is respected as a grounded family man, big-game coach, relentless recruiter, 

strong leader and a person with uncommon perspective. His success emanates 

from a disciplined style true to his roots in the Steel Valley of Ohio, but he is far from 

inflexible. The principles to which he holds are the tried and true axioms of the sport 
mixed with cutting-edge strategy and an appreciation for the calculated risk. 


The son of a longtime high school coach, Stoops was a four-year starter at lowa under 
Hayden Fry, who gave him his coaching start in 1983. He would later play a key role 
in one of the most impressive turnarounds in college football history on Bill Snyder's 
staff at Kansas State from 1989-95. Eventually, he left for Florida and a three-year 
stint as Steve Spurrier’s defensive coordinator. It was with the Gators, and a national 
championship team in 1996, that the spotlight found Stoops and made him one of 
the hottest names in the profession.

Coaching Accomplishments 


+ Oklahoma has set four NCAA records and set or tied 112 school records under Stoops, not including bowl 
bests and marks specific to a particular position. 


+ Stoops has authored two of the seven longest winning streaks in Oklahoma history. His 2000 and 2001 
teams combined to win 20 straight, while the 2002 and 2003 teams combined to reel off 14 in a row. Those 
victories all came against FBS opponents. 


+ Stoops’ squads have put together the school's longest home field winning streak at 39. That's also the 
ninth-longest in the history of college football. Stoops also has fashioned two other streaks of 19 straight. 


+ Oklahoma won the 2000 national championship and played for three more. The Sooners have spent 30 
weeks at No. 1 in the AP poll and a national-leading 20 weeks atop the BCS standings. 


+ OU has registered double-digit victories in 128 of Stoops’ 198 games. The Sooners boast an 81-1 mark 
under Stoops when scoring 40 points or more. 


+ Oklahoma has played in 15-straight bow! games under Stoops. Never had an OU coach taken even his first 
three teams to bowls. 


+ The Sooners have not lost back-to-back regular season games under Stoops since October 1999, his 
inaugural OU year. Oklahoma is 31-0 in regular season games immediately following a loss since that time. 


+ An Oklahoma player finished among the top seven in the Heisman voting six times on Stoops’ watch: Sam 
Bradford (No. 1 in 2008), Adrian Peterson (No. 2 in 2004), Jason White (No. 3 in 2004), Jason White (No. 1 in 
2003), Roy Williams (No. 7 in 2001) and Josh Heupel (No. 2 in 2000). 


+ Under Stoops, OU has produced 34 All-Americans and two AP Players of the Year. Two players have earned 
the Davey O’Brien Award a combined three times. Two different Sooners have claimed the following honors: 
Nagurski Award, Thorpe Award, Butkus Award. At least one of his OU student-athletes has earned one of 
these accolades: Bednarik Award, Lombardi Award, Walter Camp Award, Maxwell Award, Unitas Award, 
Outland Trophy, Wuerffel Trophy and the Mosi Tatupu Award. 


+ All 92 home games of Stoops tenure have been sold out and the stadium capacity has been increased by 
some 9,000 seats since his arrival. In a state of 3.5 million people and two other FBS programs, attendance 
in Norman routinely exceeds 85,000, including a school-record 86,031 vs. Notre Dame (10/27/12). 


+ Under Stoops, the Sooners are a combined 21-9 (.700) against their two biggest rivals, owning a 9-6 mark 
in the AT&T Red River Rivalry against Texas and a 12-3 record in Bedlam contests vs. Oklahoma State.

Coaching Accomplishments 


+ Rejoined the Oklahoma staff in 2012 after an eight-season stint as 
head coach at the University of Arizona. 


+ ESPN.com named him the top assistant coach in Big 12 in February 
2014 and Rivals.com named him top recruiter in the Big 12 in 2013. 


+ Has coached 29 NFL Draft picks while players under his direction 
have combined for 11 national awards, 12 All-America honors, 35 
all-conference honors and 44 academic all-conference accolades. 


+ Revamped the Oklahoma defensive scheme in 2013, giving the 
Sooners multiple looks. That move paid immediate dividends as OU 
led the Big 12 in total defense (350.2 ypg) for the first time since 
2006. The Sooners also led the Big 12 in pass defense (212.5 ypg). 


+ In total, the Sooners saw marked improvement in 10 major 
defensive categories in 2013 under Stoops. OU ranked second in the 
Big 12 in both rushing defense (137.6 ypg) and scoring defense (22.1 
ppg) — a decrease of 55.4 ypg and 3.4 ppg compared to 2012. 


+ Perhaps two of the biggest areas of improvement for the Sooners 
in 2013 came in terms of takeaways (24) and third-down defense 
(60-178, 33.7%). OU forced eight more turnovers compared to 2012, 
while the club led the Big 12 and tied for 10th in the nation in terms 
of third-down conversions permitted. Oklahoma also allowed a 
league-low 17.9 first downs per game in 2013. 


+ Oklahoma's pass rush returned to its roots of creating havoc in 2013, 
as well. The Sooners racked up 33.0 sacks, up from 24.0 a year earlier. 
OU registered 7.0 of those sacks in a 45-31 Sugar Bowl win vs. Alabama. 


+ Making OU’s 2013 defensive accomplishments even more impressive 
were the host of young players who made immediate contributions, 
including LB Dominique Alexander and CB Zack Sanchez, who both 
earned Freshman All-America honors. Sophomores Charles Tapper 
(First Team) and Eric Striker (Second Team) also earned All-Big 12 
accolades from the conference's coaches. 


+ Presided over a pass defense that ranked second in the Big 12, 
allowing 206.1 ypg in 2012. 


+ |s the only coach to have an athlete win both the Nagurski Award 
(best defensive player) and the Thorpe Award (best defensive back) in 
the same season and has done so twice with Roy Williams (2001) and 
Derrick Strait (2003). 


+ Four of his five OU defenses finished seventh or better nationally in 
scoring defense and in the top 10 for total defense from 1999-03. 


+ As head coach at Arizona, guided the Wildcats to a school-record three 
consecutive bowl games in the 2008, 2009 and 2010 seasons. His 2010

squad reached Arizona's highest regular-season ranking, No. 9, in the 
last 13 years, while his 2009 team finished second in the Pac 10, its 
highest finish in 13 seasons. 


+ Posted nine wins over nationally-ranked opponents and defeated a 
ranked team in each of his first seven seasons at Arizona, establishing 
84 program records under his watch. 


+ In 2003, OU was among the FBS’ best in total defense (third), pass 
defense (second), scoring defense (fifth) and turnover margin (fifth). 


+The Sooners ranked sixth in scoring defense and 10th in total 
defense in 2002 after finishing fourth in both scoring and total 
defense in 2001. 


+ Oklahoma's 2000 national championship squad was second among 
FBS squads in pass defense efficiency, fifth in takeaways, seventh in 
scoring defense and eighth in total defense.

+ Named one of the Big 12's top recruiters by Rivals.com in 2013 and 
received the Merv Johnson Integrity in Coaching Award. 


+ Versatile coaching veteran returned to his roots mentoring the 
Sooners’ cornerbacks in 2013. Aaron Colvin earned consensus 
All-Big 12 First Team selection, while Zack Sanchez was a Freshman 
All-America pick under Wright's tutelage. 


+ Wright's most notable collegiate cornerback pupil was Darrell Green, 
who made the leap from Texas A&l to a Pro Football Hall of Fame 
career with the Washington Redskins. 


+ Thanks to the steady play of Wright's corners in 2013, Oklahoma led 
the Big 12 in pass defense (212.5 ypg) and total defense (350.2 ypg), 
while ranking second in the conference in scoring defense (22.1 ppg). 


+ In 2012, coordinated an OU special teams unit that ranked seventh 

nationally in kickoff return average (25.8) and eighth in punt return 

average (14.3), while Sooners also led the Big 12 in kickoff coverage. 
Boasted an All-Big 12 Second Team pick in DE David King. 


+ Turned a pupil into the Big 12 Defensive Lineman of the Year for the 
second straight season in 2011 as Frank Alexander was also the Big 12 
Co-Defensive Player of the Year. Both of his starting ends were named 
All-Big 12 as Ronnell Lewis was placed on the first team, as well. 


+ Helped Jeremy Beal, who was the Big 12 Defensive Lineman of the 
Year in 2010, rank among the top 20 nationally in tackles for loss. 


+ OU ranked No. 10 nationally in pass efficiency defense in 2009 and 
led Big 12 in pass defense as four players received All-Big 12 honors. 


+ OU added two new starters at corner in 2008, but still led the 
high-scoring, pass-happy Big 12 in pass efficiency defense. 


+ Helped the 2007 OU defense to the No. 3 Big 12 defensive pass 
efficiency ranking. Three DBs (Nic Harris, Reggie Smith, D.J. Wolfe) 
earned All-Big 12 First eam honors.

+ Under Wright's guidance, All-Big 12 performer Mike Adams broke 


every Texas single-season receiving record in 1996, while his ‘91 
Longhorn secondary led nation in pass efficiency defense.

Coaching Accomplishments 


+ Successfully integrated additional QB run game concepts into an 
Oklahoma offensive arsenal that already included a potent passing 
game in 2013. Despite three different QBs seeing action over the 
course of the season, the Sooners registered an 11-2 campaign 
culminating with a 45-31 win over Alabama in the Sugar Bowl. 


+ With Heupel calling the signals of a balanced OU offensive attack 
in 2013, the Sooners led the Big 12 by averaging 223.9 rushing ypg, 
the best output by Oklahoma since 1991. OU averaged 423.0 ypg of 
total offense in 2013, marking the seventh straight year the Sooners 
topped the 400-yard barrier. 


+ Heupel navigated between QBs Trevor Knight and Blake Bell, who 
both came up big for the squad in 2013. Bell guided OU to road wins 
at Notre Dame (9/28/13) and at Oklahoma State (12/7/13), while 
Knight earned MVP honors in the Sugar Bowl, throwing for 348 yards, 
while tying a Sugar Bowl record with four TD passes. 


+ Oklahoma finished the 2013 campaign with a +9 turnover 
differential and was +72 in points off turnovers in 2013, while also 
leading the Big 12 in time of possession (32:18). 


+ OU ranked fifth in the nation in passing (336.5 ypg) and 12th in 
total offense (497.9 ypg) in 2012 as Landry Jones became the Big 12's 
all-time leader in passing yards and total offense. 


+ In 2011, his OU unit finished fourth nationally in both total offense 
(512.3 ypg) and passing offense (349.4 ypg). Jones ranked third in the 
nation in total offense in 2011 after finishing second in the nation in 
passing yards in 2010 when he won the Sammy Baugh Award. Jones 
led all FBS freshmen with 26 TDs after Sam Bradford was lost to injury 
in the 2009 season opener. 


+ Tutored Bradford, who won the Heisman, Davey O’Brien and Sammy 
Baugh Awards, after throwing for 4,720 yards and 50 TDs with just 
eight INTs in 2008. Bradford led the nation in passing efficiency. He 
presided over the highest scoring offense ever and an NCAA-record 
string of five straight 60-point games.

+ In 2007, Bradford led the nation in passing efficiency (176.5) and set 
NCAA freshman record with 36 TD passes. He made four All-America 
freshman teams and was a finalist for the Manning Award. 


+ Coached Paul Thompson, who, after finding out one day before fall 
camp that he would play QB, piloted OU to an 11-3 mark in 2006. 


+ Coached tight ends at Arizona in 2005. The top two combined for 31 
receptions for 346 yards and eight TDs. Brad Wood led the Wildcats 
with six touchdowns. 


+ Helped Oklahoma to the 2004 (Sugar Bowl) and 2005 (Orange Bowl) 
national championship games as a G.A. 


+ Founded The 14 Foundation, a non-profit organization that serves 
underprivileged children throughout Oklahoma. 


Accomplishments as a Player 


+ In 2000, he was the Heisman Trophy runner-up, Walter Camp 

Award winner, AP Player of the Year and CBS Player of the Year after 
leading Oklahoma to the national championship. He became OU's first 
consensus All-America quarterback, and first Oklahoma QB since 1971 
to earn All-America honors. 


+ Registered a 20-5 (.800) mark as a starter for the Sooners, 
passing for 7,456 yards and 53 TDs. Ranks second all-time at OU in 
completions (654) despite playing just two seasons. 


+ Sixth-round pick of the Miami Dolphins in the 2001 NFL Draft.

Coaching Accomplishments 


+ Enters his 16th season as OU’s running backs coach, giving him the 
seccond-longest active tenure at one BCS school in that capacity 
behind only Oregon's Gary Campbell (31st season). 


+ Former OU quarterback owns a distinguished pedigree of 
performers who have excelled in the NFL ranks, including 2012 NFL 
MVP and six-time Pro Bowler Adrian Peterson, as well as DeMarco 
Murray, who earned a Pro Bowl berth following the 2013 campaign. 


+ Thanks in large part to his running backs in 2013, the Sooners 
registered their best rushing season (223.9 ypg) since 1991, an 
improvement of 62.5 ypg from 2012. OU averaged 5.2 yards per carry 
in 2013 and boasted eight games with 200 or more rushing yards. 
The Sooners also led the Big 12 in time of possession (32:18). 


+ Big plays were a staple of OU ground game in 2013 as the Sooners 
racked up 90 runs of 10+ yards, 24 more than just one year earlier. 
Brennan Clay ranked third in the Big 12, averaging 6.6 yards per carry, 
led OU with 25 runs of 10+ yards and registered a career-high 200 
rushing yards in a 41-31 win at Kansas State (11/23/13). 


+ JUCO transfer Damien Williams earned All-Big 12 Second Team 
honors under Gundy in 2012, while walk-on Dominique Whaley led 
OU in rushing in 2011 with three 100-yard outings in seven games. 


+ In 2010, Murray broke Steve Owens’ 41-year-old OU record for career 
TDs (65), Joe Washington's 35-year-old mark for all-purpose yards 
(6,718) and OU's single-season mark for catches by a running back 
(71). Murray's 1,571 career receiving yards are also an Oklahoma RB 
record. 


+ Chris Brown and Murray become the first OU players on the same 
roster to eclipse 40 career TDs during the 2009 season. They also 
became the sixth pair in OU annals to rush for over 2,000 career yards. 


+ In 2008, OU had two 1,000-yard rushers in Murray and Brown. OU 
rushed for 205.5 ypg and averaged 4.8 yards per carry. The 2007 
season saw three different backs eclipse the 500-yard mark, led by 
Allen Patrick with 1,097. Murray was a Freshman All-American. 


+ In 2005, coached his third 1,000-yard rusher and saw two different 
backs log 100-yard games for second-straight season. 


+ In 2004, Adrian Peterson set the NCAA freshman rushing record with 
1,925 yards, the best single-season mark in Oklahoma history. 


+ Adept at securing the ball, Gundy’s 2004 backs logged 48 receptions 
for 377 yards and rarely lost a fumble (OU lost only nine as a team).

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+ Coached 2003 OU backs to 1,896 yards. The backfield hauled in 54 
passes for three TDs. Oklahoma's running backs were charged with 
just two fumbles lost. 


+ No OU running back lost a fumble under Gundy’s watch in 2002. 


+ Coached Quentin Griffin, who ranks as the second-leading rusher 

in OU history with 3,756 yards. In 2002, he gained 1,884 yards (No. 6 
NCAA/134.6 ypg). Griffin became the Sooners’ first 1,000-yard rusher 
since 1998 and also finished his career with 169 receptions for 1,571 
yards, then the highest totals by a running back in OU history. 


+ In 2000, OU backs produced 32 rushing TDs, up from 15 in 1999. 
First team All-Big 12 honoree Griffin scored 16 of those, including six 
against Texas to set a Sooner record. 


Accomplishments as a Player 


+ Held virtually all of OU’s single-game, single-season and career 
passing records prior to the arrivals of Josh Heupel, Jason White, Sam 
Bradford and Landry Jones under head coach Bob Stoops. 


+ Paced the Sooners to a 31-13-2 record in his four seasons, earning 
All-Big Eight First Team honors as a senior. 


+ One of only five OU quarterbacks to throw for more than 4,000 yards 
(Jones, Bradford, Heupel, White). 


+ Big Eight Offensive Newcomer of the Year in 1990 with marks for 
completions (54), attempts (109) and yards (904).

Coaching Accomplishments 


+ Norvell owns the unique distinction of coaching in both the Super 
Bowl and the BCS National Championship Game. 


+ Recognized by ESPN.com as one of the top 10 assistant coaches in 
the Big 12 in February 2014. 


+ Three of the top four players on Oklahoma's all-time receptions chart 
have played under Norvell’s direction — Ryan Broyles (349), Kenny 
Stills (204) and Juaquin Iglesias (202). 


+ Three players are tied for the OU single-game record of 15 
receptions. All three — Broyles, Justin Brown and Jalen Saunders 
— accomplished the feat with Norvell as their position coach. 


+ Helped coordinate a 2013 Oklahoma offense that registered its best 
rushing average (223.9 ypg) since 1991. In addition, four different OU 
wideouts registered at least one 100-yard receiving game in 2013, led 
by All-Big 12 Second Team receiver, Saunders. 


+ Has also played an integral role in the rapid development of Sterling 
Shepard, who owns a combined 89 catches for 1,161 yards (13.0 avg.) 
and nine TD catches in his first two seasons with the Sooners. 


+ Stills accumulated 204 catches for 2,594 yards (12.2 avg.) with 24 
TDs during three years under Norvell, the third-highest reception 
total in Sooners’ history. Stills led all NFL pass catchers with a 20.0 
yards-per-catch average as a rookie with the New Orleans Saints in 
2013 after shattering OU’s freshman receiving records in 2010. 


+ Oklahoma finished 2012 regular season fifth in the nation in passing 
offense (336.5 ypg) as five different receivers produced a total of 11 
100-yard receiving games. The Sooners produced a trio of WRs with 
three 100-yard performances in a single game vs. Oklahoma State 
(11/24/12), a first in school history. 


+ Broyles became the all-time NCAA career receptions leader in 

2011 despite only playing in nine games. The Biletnikoff finalist and 
All-American still had the third-best season in Oklahoma history with 
his 83 receptions for 1,157 yards and 10 TDs. Broyles set eight major 
Oklahoma receiving records en route to All-America status and the 
finals of the Biletnikoff Award in 2010. 


+ Norvell’s 2009 group was led by Broyles who finished the year No. 1 
at OU for receptions in a season (89) and TDs in a season (15) and No. 
3 for yards in a season (1,120). He led the Big 12 in TD receptions. 


+ Prior to OU, Norvell spent 21 years as a coach with lowa, Notre 
Dame, Northern lowa, Wisconsin, lowa State, Indianapolis Colts, 
Oakland Raiders and Nebraska. He joined Oklahoma after serving as 
offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach for UCLA. 


+ In 2007, UCLA beat two Top 10 teams and made the Las Vegas Bowl. 


THE NORVELL FAMILY 


+ In 2006, Nebraska won the Big 12 North and was one of two schools 
to rank in the top 25 in rushing, passing, total and scoring offense. QB 
Zac Taylor was the Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year, setting school 
records with 3,197 passing yards, 26 TDs and 3,165 total yards. 


+ In 2004, Norvell helped the Husker QBs post their best passing 
average (186.9 ypg) since 1976. 


+ Helped the Oakland Raiders earn a spot in Super Bowl XXXVII. 
Thanks to Norvell and 2002 NFL MVP QB Rich Gannon, the Raiders’ 
passing attack led the NFL by averaging 279.7 ypg. 


+ Served as WRs coach for the Indianapolis Colts (1998-01), working 
with the passing game and tutoring All-Pro Marvin Harrison, who 
hauled in 109 catches for 1,524 yards and 15 TDs in 2001. 


+ In 2002, Harrison became the only player in NFL history with four 
consecutive 100-catch seasons. Under Norvell, Harrison had 385 
receptions for 5,376 yards and 48 TDs. 


+ Authored Complete Wide Receiver, a book published in 2012.

+ All-Big Ten DB in 1985 with a league-high seven INTs. lowa won Big 
Ten and advanced to Rose Bowl. Was with five bowl teams, including

+ Mentored Xavier Kelley into an All-Pac-10 Second-Team pick in 
2009, and Vuna Tuihalamaka into an honorable mention selection as 
the Wildcats ranked second in the Pac-10 in total defense. 


+ Under his guidance, Ronnie Palmer was a four-year, 41-game starter 
and 2008 honorable mention All-Pac-10 pick as a senior after earning 
Freshman All-America accolades in 2005.

Also named one of the 
nation’s top 50 recruiters by 247Sports.com in February 2013. 


+ Despite a host of injuries that shuffled the lineup, OU’s offensive 
front displayed physicality and tenacity all season in 2013, helping 
pave the way for a rushing attack that averaged 223.9 ypg, an 
increase of 62.5 ypg compared to the 2012 campaign.

+ Built on OU's solid special teams reputation in 2013, as the Sooners 
registered three special teams touchdowns, including one on a fake 
field goal in a 33-24 win at Oklahoma State (12/7/13). Wide receiver 
Jalen Saunders also scored on a 64-yard punt return in that game. 


+ Saunders ranked ninth in the nation with a 15.4-yard punt return 
avg. and added a 91-yard punt return TD vs. lowa State (11/16/13).

Oklahoma's two punt return TDs in 2013 tied for the Big 12 lead. 


+ Roy Finch ranked fourth in the Big 12 and 25th in the nation with a 
25.6-yard kickoff return average under Boulware in 2013. 


+ Continued the development of kicker Michael Hunnicutt who set an 
OU single-season record with 24 made field goals, the second-best 
total among FBS kickers in 2013. Hunnicutt’s 88.9 FG percentage 

(24 of 27) was seventh in the nation (min. 20 made FGs). Thanks to 
kickoff specialist Nick Hodgson, OU led the Big 12 with 45 touchbacks, 
averaging 62.8 yards per kickoff. 


+ At Auburn, was part of Gene Chizik’s staff that inherited a team 
coming off a 5-7 record in 2008. Two seasons later, the Tigers posted a 
14-0 record and a win over Oregon in the BCS Championship Game. 


+ Tight end Philip Lutzenkirchen was a second-team All-SEC pick in 
2011. His 14 career TD catches set an Auburn tight end record. 


+The Auburn punt coverage unit ranked second in the nation in 
2012, permitting four punt return yards on 70 punts, while his kickoff 
coverage squad was third in the country (16.6 yards per return).

The Legacy of Derrick Shepard 

Derrick Shepard joined the OU roster in 1983 before earning a 
prominent role as a wide receiver and return man on the Sooners’ 
1985 National Championship team. He signed as a free agent with the 
Washington Redskins in 1987 and earned a Super Bow! XXII with Joe 
Gibbs’ squad. After a two-year stint with Washington, he signed with 
New Orleans in 1989 before concluding his pro career with the Dallas 
Cowboys from 1989-91. 


Shepard served as a graduate assistant coach for the Sooners when 
current head coach Bob Stoops arrived in Norman in December 

1998 and stayed in that capacity until accepting a full-time coaching 
assignment at Wyoming. He tragically passed away at age 35 from 

a heart attack suffered while playing racquetball on August 4, 1999. 
Sterling was six years old at the time of his father’s death. Stoops and 
his staff kept Sterling around the OU football program, never realizing 
that someday they would be able to offer him a scholarship to attend 
the University of Oklahoma.

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High Expectations for Sooners (Again) 


With a host of underclassmen gaining invaluable experience a year ago, 
expectations are once again high in Norman in 2014. The Sooners are 
seeking to build on the momentum of an 11-2 campaign in 2013 that 
culminated with a Sugar Bowl victory over Alabama and a No. 6 ranking 
in the final AP Poll. 


Whether it meant playing with inexperienced performers at key 
positions, reshaping the club's defensive scheme or winning key 
conference games under inhospitable weather conditions on the road, 
the Sooners regularly rose to the occasion, finishing the season with a 
four-game victory streak. 


Along the way, head coach Bob Stoops surpassed Barry Switzer for the 
most victories in school history. Stoops also became the only man to 
guide his squad to victories in every BCS bowl game, including the BCS 
National Championship Game. 


With quarterbacks Trevor Knight and Blake Bell serving as starting 
signal callers for the Sooners in 2013, Oklahoma utilized a dynamic mix 
of running, passing and ingenuity on offense a year ago. A record- 
setting performance by Knight and the OU offense in the Sugar Bowl 
put an exclamation point on the season. Junior wide receiver Sterling 
Shepard is the most experienced returning skill player on offense, while 
the blocking unit appears talented and deep. Competition will be heated 
for other key roles on offense, particularly at running back. 


While the Sooners seek to display even more offensive diversity in 
2014, there may be just as much enthusiasm for the vast potential of 

a talented Oklahoma defense this season. The move to a “30” front 
proved fortuitous last season as OU made substantial defensive strides. 
The Sooners displayed physicality and speed, while forcing turnovers, 
putting pressure on the passer and dramatically improving their ability to 
stop the run and get off the field on third down. 


Consensus All-Big 12 First Team defensive end Charles Tapper and 
All-Big 12 Second Team linebacker Eric Striker formed a disruptive duo, 
combining for 12.0 sacks, 20.0 TFL and 15.0 QB hurries. Linebacker 
Dominique Alexander was the Big 12’s Defensive Freshman of the Year 
in 2013, earning Freshman All-America honors after ranking second on 
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the squad with 80 tackles. In the secondary, cornerback Zack Sanchez 
also earned Freshman All-America accolades. The club's leading tackler in 
2013 was linebacker Frank Shannon (92 tackles). 


Special teams have been a source of strength for years under Stoops. 
Don't expect that to change in 2014. Senior kicker Michael Hunnicutt 

is the second-leading scorer in Oklahoma history, needing 40 points to 
overtake DeMarco Murrary (390) for that distinction. Hunnicutt set an OU 
single-season record with 24 made FGs in 2013 and should be a leading 
candidate for the Lou Groza Award in 2014. Punter Jed Barnett also 
returns after averaging 41.7 yards per punt last season. Competition will 
abound in the return game as the Sooners will seek candidates to replace 
the likes of Jalen Saunders, Roy Finch and Brennan Clay. 


The Sooners will face a challenging schedule, with four of the season’s 
first six contests being played away from Norman. Oklahoma hosts 
Tennessee on Sept. 13 followed by road contests at West Virginia and 
TCU before the annual AT&T Red River Showdown vs. Texas in Dallas on 
Oct. 11. The 2014 season will also usher in the advent of the four-team 
College Football Playoff. If Oklahoma hopes to be in contention for one of 
those coveted spots, a strong first-half showing would set the Sooners up 


to finish the year with four of their final six Big 12 games at home. 


The Offense 


RUNNING BACKS 

Oklahoma rejuvenated its running game in 2013, averaging 223.9 ypg to 
rank second in the Big 12 as OU put up its best ground numbers since 
1991. An increased emphasis on the quarterback run game played a 
significant part in that increase with Knight and Bell combining for 835 
yards, but finding running backs capable of carrying the load will be high 
on the Sooners’ “to-do list.” Keith Ford averaged 5.8 yards per carry in 
limited action, while Alex Ross is the only other returning OU running back 
owning any game experience on offense. Sophomore David Smith should 
also get a long look, while highly-touted signees Joe Mixon and Samaje 
Perine could both make immediate contributions. 


The versatile Trey Millard has graduated, but OU does own a prototypical 
lead blocker in fullback Aaron Ripkowski. The former walk-on earned a 
scholarship for his stellar play on special teams in 2012 and took ona 
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larger role in 2013 when Millard was lost to a season-ending knee injury. 
A potential Millard clone in terms of versatility, freshman Dimitri Flowers 
may fit the bill. He received rave reviews from the coaching staff in the 
spring tor his ability to replicate Millard’s many skills. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 

If the Sooners seek to rack up opulent numbers in the ground game 
again in 2014, upholding the standard OU set on the offensive front a 
year ago is imperative. Replacing All-America center Gabe Ikard is no 
easy task. However, junior Ty Darlington appears poised for the task. 
Darlington performed admirably in a start in place of an ailing Ikard 
against Baylor in 2012 and possesses a similar profile in many respects. 


Perhaps one of the most unheralded members of the Sooners’ offensive 
front in 2013 was tackle Daryl Williams. Williams started the first 12 
games of the year at right tackle before injuries necessitated him shifting 
to left tackle for the Sugar Bowl. Williams returns for his final campaign 
along with fellow senior tackle, Tyrus Thompson. Thompson opened the 
initial 11 games of the 2013 season at left tackle before being sidelined 
for the final two games of the year. Oklahoma has a number of young 
players who will compete for time at tackle. The only member of that 
group who has seen any significant time is junior Derek Farniok, but 
others, including redshirt junior Josiah St. John, could make a push for 
action. 


OU owns an abundance of depth at the guard post. Senior Adam Shead 
owns 28 career starts at left guard, including 10 contests in 2013. Junior 
Nila Kasitati can work at either guard position, opening seven games at 
right guard a year ago. Dionte Savage and Tony Feo are both powerful 
blockers who will be in the mix, while Tyler Evans returns after missing 
the last two years with knee injuries. 


RECEIVERS/TIGHT ENDS 

For OU fans who appreciate high-octane offense, the Sooners’ receiving 
corps appears poised to keep putting up gaudy numbers. Sterling 
Shepard has accumulated 96 catches for 1,224 yards (12.8 avg.) with 
10 touchdowns in his first two seasons. Should he maintain that pace 
the next two years, he would rank among the top five pass catchers in 
Oklahoma history in terms of both career receptions and yards. 
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Fellow junior Durron Neal is seeking to solidify his grip on another one 

of the club's receiver spots. A deep field of talented, yet inexperienced 
competitors will vie for time on the field, as well. Sophomore Derrick 
Woods could be the latest Californian to make a major splash for the 
Sooners on offense. Redshirt freshmen Dannon Cavil, Jordan Smallwood 
and K.J. Young have all shown flashes of their playmaking ability and 
could emerge as regular targets in the passing game. 


The tight end position drew increased interest in the spring with former 
quarterback Blake Bell working as a pass catcher instead of a pass 
thrower. Bell quickly acclimated himself to that new offensive role, setting 
up an intriguing battle at that position. Sophomores Tyler McNamara and 
Connor Knight both own the requisite size for that role, as does JUCO 
transfer, Isaac ljalana. And don’t be shocked to see Dimitri Flowers 
taking snaps in a tight end role, as well. 


QUARTERBACKS 

Oklahoma has won eight Big 12 titles with six different starting signal 
callers during the Stoops era. The Sooners will seek their ninth Big 12 
crown with No. 9 Trevor Knight manning the quarterback position. Knight 
displayed his full package of skills in a 45-31 Sugar Bowl win against 
Alabama. He tied a Sugar Bowl record with four TD passes, an OU bowl 
record, while throwing for a career-high 348 yards against Alabama's 
vaunted defense. 


The San Antonio native proved adept at making plenty of plays with his 
feet in 2013, as well. He ranked third on the squad with 485 rushing 
yards, including 18 runs of 10+ yards and a 6.6 yards-per-carry average 
that ranked third in the Big 12. A redshirt sophomore, Knight enters the 
fall as the club's “elder statesman” at signal caller, a decidely different 
scenario than last year’s fall camp that featured a three-man QB 
competition. 


One of the more intriguing storylines of the fall will be the battle for the 
backup role between Cody Thomas and Justice Hansen. The strong- 
armed Thomas ran OU’s scout team a year ago and also worked as a 
reserve outfielder on the Oklahoma baseball squad in the spring. Hansen 
seeks to establish himself as the latest in a long lineage of Oklahoma 
natives to excel as signal callers for the Sooners. A product of Santa Fe 
High School in Edmond, Okla., Hansen is an early enrollee. Walk-on 
Baker Mayfield isn’t eligible to play in 2014 after transferring from Texas 
Tech, where he saw duty in eight games in 2013.

BOTTOM LINE 

The Sooners return numerous key components of an offense that 
averaged 41.8 ppg and converted 41.7 percent of its third-down 
Opportunities in its four-game winning streak to conclude the 2013 
campaign. However, carrying over such gaudy numbers will call for skill 
players at running back, receiver and tight end to emerge. Perhaps the 
most important offensive stat for OU a year ago was its +9 turnover 
differential (25 takes/16 gives). Sound decision making and ball security 
will be stressed by Bob Stoops and his coaching staff. 


Oklahoma is seeking to register back-to-back seasons with 11 or more 
victories for the first time since doing it from 2006-08. The Sooners 
got more physical at the point of attack a year ago and it paid off. The 
continued development of youthful skill players could shape the 2014 
season. OU'’s history of consistent offensive production under Stoops 
indicates that the scoreboard and stat sheet could light up again. 


The Defense 

The Sooners returned to their dominant defensive ways in 2013, leading 
the Big 12 in total defense (350.2 ypg) for the first time since 2006. 
Anyone needing a refresher course on the type of tenacious defense that 
OU can orchestrate, look no further than the 2013 Sooners. Oklahoma 
led the Big 12 in pass defense (212.5 ypg), while ranking second in both 
scoring (22.1 ppg) and rushing defense (137.6 ypg). 


The Sooners registered dramatic improvements in 10 major defensive 
categories. Oklahoma regularly created timely turnovers as OU boasted 
24 takeaways (up eight from 2012), while leading the Big 12 and tying 
for 10th in the nation by permitting only 60 third-down conversions. 
Oklahoma's defense frequently found ways to get off the field, permitting 
a Big 12-low 17.9 first downs per game. Meanwhile, a potent pass rush 
registered 33.0 sacks, 9.0 more than the previous year. 


Forgive Oklahoma fans if there’s a sentiment that even better things 
could be in store for the Sooners’ defense in 2014. All-Big 12 First 
Team cornerback Aaron Colvin, linebacker Corey Nelson and All-Big 12 
Honorable Mention safety Gabe Lynn were the only major departures 
from this up-and-coming defensive unit permeated with underclassmen. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 

At the outset of the 2013 campaign, many outsiders placed a huge 
question mark next to the Oklahoma defensive front. By season's end, 
that puncuation had evolved into an exclamation point, an incredible feat 
considering one of the unit's most talented performers, defensive tackle 
Jordan Phillips, missed the season’s final nine games due to back surgery. 


Junior Charles Tapper provides a dynamic defensive end. He earned All- 
Big 12 First Team honors after leading the squad with eight QB hurries, 
while ranking second in TFL (9.0) and sacks (5.5). Senior Chuka Ndulue 
can play either an inside or outside technique. Senior Rashad Favors is 
also back at defensive end along with sophomores Matt Dimon and Mike 
Onouha. Redshirt freshman D.J. Ward could also factor into the mix. 


In Phillips’ absence in 2013, sophomore Jordan Wade started eight 
games at nose tackle, while senior Torrea Peterson garnered one start. 
Both should be expected to see significant duty once again in 2014. 
JUCO transfer Quincy Russell didn’t arrive until fall camp had begun last 
year and will undoubtedly benefit from a full spring with the squad. 


LINEBACKERS 

Perhaps no position group displayed as dramatic of a spike in big 
plays and overall production as the Sooners’ linebackers in 2013. The 
even better news is that the trio that took the bulk of those snaps will 
be bolstered by the addition of senior Geneo Grissom, who moves to 
outside linebacker from defensive end. Grissom had 2.0 sacks, two 
fumble recoveries and a touchdown in the Sugar Bowl, alone. 


Junior Frank Shannon (92), sophomore Dominique Alexander (80) 
and junior Eric Striker (50) combined for 222 tackles a year ago. Add 
junior PLL. Lindley to that mix and Oklahoma could put four athletic and 
versatile performers on the field on any given down. 


Striker earned All-Big 12 Second Team honors after leading the squad 
with 10.5 TFL and 6.5 sacks, tying a Sugar Bowl record with 3.0 sacks in 
that contest. Alexander was a Freshman All-America pick, while Shannon 
earned All-Big 12 Honorable Mention acclaim. Alexander registered four 
games with double-digit tackles on the year. 


There is also plenty of potential for sophomore Jordan Evans to make a 
surge this season. Before he was slowed by an ankle injury in 2013, he 
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was coming on strong. Senior Aaron Franklin has seen duty in 34 career 
games for the Sooners, while Ogbonnia Okoronkwo and JUCO signee 
Devante Bond could also factor into the equation. Tay Evans and Curtis 
Bolton are freshman who could see the field immediately at linebacker. 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 

The departure of a two-time All-Big 12 cornerback like Aaron Colvin 
would leave a void in any secondary. However, the Sooners appear 

to have another emerging player of his potential caliber in Freshman 
All-America honoree Zack Sanchez. Sanchez started opposite Colvin in 
the 2013 season opener and only solidified his hold at that spot as the 
year progressed. His 74-yard interception return TD at Kansas State 
sealed that key Big 12 road victory, while a 43-yard interception return 
against Alabama was one of numerous momentum-changing defensive 
plays in Oklahoma's Sugar Bowl victory. 


The starting cornerback post across from Sanchez is up for grabs with 
redshirt junior Cortez Johnson and sophomores Stanvon Taylor and 
Dakota Austin all in the hunt. 


The Sooners’ safety corps will lose the consistent Gabe Lynn, who 
played in 44 games (25 starts) during his career in Norman. Senior Julian 
Wilson was the club’s starting nickel for 11 games a year ago and is the 
most seasoned member of the safety group. Look for Wilson to once 
again serve in that role in 2014 after ranking second on the squad with 
three interceptions last season. 


Senior Quentin Hayes also returns for the Sooners after starting 12 
games at strong safety in 2013. Even the most ardent OU fans may 

not realize that Hayes led all Sooner defensive backs with 75 tackles 
last season, a total that ranked third on the team. While Hayes wasn’t 
spectacular, Oklahoma coaches appreciate his consistent play in the 
back end of the defense and will seek even more production in 2014. 
Hard-hitting sophomores Ahmad Thomas and Hatari Byrd will continue to 
wage a spirited competition at free safety. Both players could also take 
snaps at strong safety or nickel. 


BOTTOM LINE 

The Sooners regained a solid dose of defensive swagger after a season 
that saw OU knock off a pair of AP Top 10 teams in Oklahoma State and 
Alabama to round out the 2013 campaign. But be assured, Oklahoma’s 


defense is still a work in progress. Maintaining an aggressive posture on 
the line will continue to be a priority for the Sooners as they seek to build 
upon last season's defensive progress. 


The Special Teams 
KICKER 


Senior Michael Hunnicutt should be on virtually every watch list as one 
of the nation’s top returning specialists. Head coach Bob Stoops hasn't 
been shy about singing the praises of Hunnicutt, who connected on 88.9 
percent (24 of 27) of his field goals in 2013, the seventh-best mark in the 
nation among kickers with at least 20 makes. This All-America candidate 
has nailed 86.1 percent of his career kicks (62 of 72) in an OU uniform. 
Senior Nick Hodgson boomed 43 kickoffs for touchbacks in 2013, setting 
a career high with a 65.7-yard kickoff average in the Sugar Bowl. 


PUNTER 

Jed Barnett punted 65 times for 2,711 yards (41.7 avg.) with 22 inside 
the 20 and 11 kickoffs of 50 yards or longer during his debut campaign. 
Barnett returns for his senior campaign, with strong-legged Jack Steed 
waiting in the wings. 


RETURN MEN 

Oklahoma led the Big 12 and was eighth in the FBS with a 14.17-yard 
punt return average. There will provide ample opportunity to audition 
replacements for the explosive Jalen Saunders, who scored on three 
punt returns the past two seasons. The kickoff return chores will also 
be open with both Roy Finch and Brennan Clay having departed. Finch 
ranked fourth in the Big 12 and 25th in the nation with a 25.6-yard 
average on kickoff returns in 2013. 


SNAPPER & COVERAGE UNITS 

Austin Woods was a model of consistency for the Sooners as a snapper. 
Signee Wesley Horky was signed for that role, but will need to beat out 
challengers already on the roster. 


OU special teams coordinator Jay Boulware will need to find individuals 
who can fill the voids left by the departures of Kass Everett and Trey 
Franks, who were the club’s two top tacklers on special teams. Aaron 
Franklin and Derrick Woods are the top returning players in that 
department.

NORMAN, Okla. - Trevor Knight rushed for 103 yards on 13 carries and threw three touchdown 
passes - two to Jalen Saunders - in his first start, and No. 16 Oklahoma beat ULM 34-0. 

Oklahoma gave coach Bob Stoops his 150th career win, putting him seven behind Barry Switzer 
on the Sooners’ career coaching wins list. Oklahoma is 5-0 under Stoops in August games and 14-1 
in home openers. 

The shutout was the 14th under Stoops and the first in a season opener since doing it in a 37-0 
win vs. Tulsa (8/30/02). 

Knight became the first Oklahoma quarterback to rush for 100 or more yards in a game since 
Jason White had 117 yards rushing against Kansas on Oct. 13, 2001. A redshirt freshman, Knight 
was the fourth freshman quarterback to start a season for Oklahoma in modern times, joining Steve 
Collins (1989), Eric Moore (1995) and Sam Bradford (2007).

NORMAN, Okla. - A pounding rushing attack, and a relentless defense gave No. 16 Oklahoma a 16-7 
win over West Virginia to open Big 12 play. 

Brennan Clay had a career-high 170 yards rushing to lead the Sooner ground attack that went 
for 316 yards. Clay finished with 22 carries and topped his previous best of 157 yards rushing 
against lowa State (11/3/12) and rushed for the most yardage by an OU player since DeMarco 
Murray had 208 yards vs. Utah State (9/4/10). 

The No. 16 Sooners (2-0, 1-0 Big 12) scored the game’ final 16 points after trailing 7-0 in the 
first quarter. Senior fullback Trey Millard caught a 1-yard touchdown and junior kicker Michael 
Hunnicutt tacked on three field goals. 

The win was the ninth straight for the Sooners over Big 12 opponents and gave OU its 12th 
season starting 2-0 in the last 15 seasons under head coach Bob Stoops.

SOUTH BEND, Ind. - Oklahoma took advantage of three interceptions, two in the first three minutes 
as they jumped to a 14-0 lead, and Blake Bell passed for two touchdowns to lead the Sooners to a 
35-21 victory over the 22nd-ranked Fighting Irish. 

The win ended a seven-game losing streak to Notre Dame and was just the second in 11 
meetings for the Sooners against the Irish, including ending an NCAA-record 47-game winning 
streak in 1957. 

Notre Dame quarterback Tommy Rees didn’t see Oklahoma linebacker Eric Striker blitzing and 
was hit from behind, popping the ball loose, and linebacker Corey Nelson caught it and returned it 
24 yards for a TD in the first quarter. 

On Notre Dame's next play from scrimmage, Rees’ pass ricocheted off the arm of receiver TJ 
Jones and linebacker Frank Shannon bobbled it before returning it 17 yards to the Notre Dame 32. 
The Sooners scored another TD four plays later on an 11-yard run by Damien Williams.

Oklahoma held off TCU 20-17. 

Trey Millard had a touchdown run for the Sooners (5-0, 2-0 Big 12) and Michael Hunnicutt hit 
field goals of 39 and 32 yards. 

Oklahoma opened with seven straight defensive 3-and-outs, after finishing a 35-21 win at 
Notre Dame last Saturday with three. The 10 straight 3-and-outs was the longest such streak 
recorded by the Sooners since at least the 2003 season. 

Oklahoma has won 10 straight Big 12 games, its third-longest streak in conference play since 
the league formed in 1996. The Sooners have won their last three against TCU (2-3, 0-2) since the 
Horned Frogs won in Norman in 2005. Against the Sooners, TCU managed only 210 yards of offense, 
including only 44 yards rushing. TCU had entered the game having won 16 of its last 18 conference 
road contests.

GAME SUMMARY 

In a game that featured two of the marquee 
names in college football at the time, Oklahoma 
blasted North Carolina State, 34-13, before 
an overflowing crowd of 10,000 in the second 
annual Gator Bowl. The Sooners did not take 
long to get on the scoreboard, two minutes to 
be exact, on an Eddie Davis one-yard plunge. 
N.C. State roared back to even the score, but 
OU put the game out of reach by scoring 20 
second-quarter points and coasted from there. 
The marquee matchup was made possible 
because of the Tournament of Roses 
committee decision to match representatives 
of the Western Athletic Conference (now the 
Pac-12) and the Big Nine, (now the Big Ten). 
This agreement made it possible for teams not 
waiting for a possible Rose Bowl berth to be 
picked by the Gator Bowl committee.

It was legendary Coach Bud Wilkinson’s first 
bowl game as the fifth-ranked and underdog 
Sooners took on the third-ranked and unbeaten 
North Carolina Tar Heels accompanied by 
their All-America tailback Charlie “Choo Choo” 
Justice. Oklahoma upset the ‘Heels with the big 
play coming in the first quarter as linebacker 
Myrle Greathouse intercepted a pass and 
returned it 70 yards to set up Jack Mitchell’s 
one-yard run.

OU won its first national championship by going 
a perfect 10-0 in the regular season. However, 
Kentucky, coached by Paul “Bear” Bryant, upset 
the Sooners and broke a 31-game OU winning 
streak. OU lost a bowl-record five fumbles in 
falling behind 13-0. A fourth quarter 17-yard 
TD pass by Billy Vessels narrowed the margin 
,but a come-from-behind effort was foiled by an 
interception in the final minute of play. 


It was the first game of the contract that pitted 
the Big Seven champion against the Atlantic 
Coast Conference champ. Maryland came 
into the game as the regular season national 
champion with OU rated fourth. Twice, the 
Terrapins had first down with the ball inside 
the 10-yard line, and both times the Sooner 
defense refused to allow any points on the 
scoreboard. Sooner tailback Larry Grigg scored 
the only TD of the game with a 25-yard scamper 
in the second period. The 1954 bowl game was 
the first bowl game in which the players had to 
play both ways. Sooner hero Grigg also played 
defensive back.

1952 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER * BILLY VESSELS 


Billy “Curly” Vessels was the man who started it all. The first Sooner to win 
college football's most prestigious individual achievement award, Vessels 
led the Sooners to a 26-4-1 record during his tenure. 


The 1950 Sooners, under the direction of head coach Bud Wilkinson, went 
10-1 to give the Sooners their first of seven national championships. As a 
sophomore, Vessels started on the 1950 squad, scoring 15 touchdowns. 


But Vessels’ most successful individual season came during his senior 
campaign when he won the Heisman Trophy. Vessels rushed for 1,072 
yards on 167 carries and scored 17 touchdowns. 


Creating a new meaning for the word “versatile,” the Cleveland, Okla., 
slasher was part of every phase of the Sooner offensive attack. Vessels 
was even a threat from above. “Curly” connected on seven passes for two 
touchdowns in 1952. 


The 1952 Sooners went 8-1-1, finishing fourth in the nation, and won 
Oklahoma's ninth conference title. OU opened with a 21-21 tie with 
Colorado and then reeled off five straight wins, averaging 46 points a 
game. OU dropped a 27-21 decision to Notre Dame and then finished 
strong by sweeping the last three games. 


In 1953, Vessels turned pro for the Edmonton Eskimos and won the 
Schenley Award as the top player in Canada. Vessels then served as 
an officer in the U.S. Army. Vessels was elected to the National Football 
Foundation and College Hall of Fame in 1974.

1969 HEISMAN TROPHY WINNER % STEVE OWENS 


Oklahoma's Steve Owens was a 6-2, 215-pound powerhouse from Miami, 
Okla., who ravaged defenses from 1967-69, setting four conference 
records of the day. 


OU’s workhorse carried the ball 358 times in 1969 for 1,523 yards while 
scoring 23 touchdowns (another school record). Playing on a 1969 squad 
that had been hurt badly by graduation in 1968, Owens carried the load 
for the Sooner offense. 


Owens had two 200-plus yard games while leading the Sooners to a 6-4 
season. Spurred by Owens’ effort, Oklahoma averaged 28.5 points a 
game in 1969. 


The great career of Steve Owens left a mark on the OU record book. 
Owens holds five Sooner records. He is the school's all-time leading 
scorer with 57 touchdowns during his career. 


Owens holds the record for the most carries in a game (55) and career 
(958). He finished his career with 4,041 yards on the ground, the third 
most in school history. 


Detroit drafted Owens in the first round. He was the first Lion to gain over 
1,000 yards in a season and was an All-Pro selection in 1971 and 1972. 


In 1991, Owens was named to the Oklahoma Sports Hall of Fame and was 
the Walter Camp Foundation Alumnus of the Year. Owens was inducted 
into the Orange Bowl Hall of Honor in 1992.

Billy Sims, a 6-0, 205-pound running back from Hooks, Texas, swept 
through defenses like a tornado flying across the Oklahoma landscape. 


He set a Big Eight single-season rushing record in 1978 with 1,896 yards 
on 256 carries. Sims led the nation in rushing, averaging more than 7.0 
yards per carry. He topped the 200-yard mark in four different games (a 
school best) during the 1978 season. 


Sims led the Sooners to an 11-1 record, Orange Bowl championship 
and third-place finish in the final poll. OU opened with a 35-29 win over 
Stanford and then crushed West Virginia and Rice by a combined score 
of 118-17. 


The Sooners rolled over Texas and the first five games of the conference 
schedule heading into the Nebraska game. Sims ran for 153 yards, but it 
was not enough as the Sooners fell, 17-14. 


OU responded by clubbing Oklahoma State, 62-7, and then was rematched 
with the Cornhuskers in the Orange Bowl. OU edged Nebraska 31-24 in 
the second meeting between the top-10 schools. 


Sims is second in the OU record books for rushing yards in a season 
(1,896), most 200-yard games in a season (4) and a career (7). He finished 
his career with 4,118 yards and stands first on the all-time rushing list.

OU quarterback Jason White became the trigger man for the country’s 
most potent offensive attack. At a school where the points have flowed 
like an Oklahoma gusher, White led the OU team that outscored all of its 
predecessors (601 total points). 


He did so with uncanny accuracy, especially on deep throws, and a 
touchdown to interception ratio (four to one), so gaudy that it read like a 
typographical error. 


White set school records for touchdown passes in a season (40) and 
game (5, twice). His season passing total ranked No. 2 at OU. He was No. 
4 nationally in touchdown percentage (8.87), No. 7 in passing efficiency 
(158.11), No. 18 in interception percentage (2.22) and No. 22 in total 
offense (264.0). 


The outpouring of recognition was impressive. White captured player of 
the year honors from the Associated Press, Sports Illustrated, The Sporting 
News and CNNSI.com. He also won the Davey O'Brien Award and the Jim 
Thorpe Courage Award. 


White returned for another season after his Heisman campaign and 
finished third in the voting. It was an unprecedented finish by one school 
when his teammate Adrian Peterson finished second.

As the leader of the most potent and highest scoring offense in NCAA 
history, 716 points, Sam Bradford rewrote the Oklahoma record books ona 
continual basis throughout the 2008 season while lighting up scoreboards 
like an employee of General Electric. 


Known for his poise in the pocket and pinpoint accuracy, Bradford posted 
one of best ever touchdown-to-interception ratios, 6.25-to-1, in the history 
of college football. 


When the dust had settled on the 2008 season, Bradford led the nation 
in passing efficiency and touchdowns, was No. 3 nationally in passing 
yards, set the Oklahoma season records for yards, touchdowns, passing 
efficiency, 200-yard games, 300-yard games, and 400-yard games along 
with breaking the career record for TD passes. 


Bradford threw for at least four touchdown passes in eight games, tossing 
five scoring strikes in four different games. In addition, Bradford surpassed 
Florida’s Rex Grossman with the most touchdowns through the freshman 
and sophomore years with 82. 


In one of the closest Heisman races in recent history, Bradford held off 
fellow quarterbacks Colt McCoy and Tim Tebow to become the fifth winner 
in program history. 


Bradford also brought home the Associated Press Player of the Year, 
Davey O'Brien, Sammy Baugh and Chic Harley awards while being 
named the Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year by the league coaches. 
The AP and The Sporting News named Bradford first team All-American

Oklahoma players have earned All-America honors 34 times during 
head coach Bob Stoops’ 15-year tenure in Norman. The total includes 
16 players from the defense, 16 players on offense and two from the 
special teams. Showing versatility, players at OU under Stoops have 
earned All-America honors at 14 different positions. During that span, 17 
Sooners have been named consensus All-Americans on 22 occasions.

This Oklahoma City native always dreamed of starring for the Sooners. 
Originally recruited as a tight end, he cracked the lineup at left guard as 
a redshirt freshman before eventually finding his home at center as a 
sophomore in 2011. Ikard would start 50 games during his OU tenure, 
including 32 games at center. 


A two-time team captain, Ikard anchored a blocking unit that helped pave 
the way for a rushing offense that averaged 223.9 ypg in 2013, the best 
total of the Stoops era. During his four-year tenure, Oklahoma won two 
Big 12 titles and a pair of BCS bowl games while registering 43 victories, 
the best total of any Big 12 team over that span. 


The inaugural OU player to win both the Wuerffel Trophy and the Selmon 
Spirit Award, Ikard was also named a Capital One Academic All-American 
of the Year as a finalist for the Campbell Trophy. 


2010 & 2011*RYAN BROYLES* WR 


A hometown product from Norman, Ryan Broyles rewrote the receiving 
section of the Oklahoma record books in his career. When the dust had 
settled on the season, Broyles held eight of the nine major receiving 
records in Oklahoma history, spanning from game records to career 
records. 


As ajunior, he became just the third NCAA statistical champion in Oklahoma 
history as he led the nation with 9.36 receptions per game. He was also 
tops in total receptions with 131, 20 more than the next closest player. 


Broyles’ senior year saw the local receiver change the NCAA record books 
as he became the all-time receptions leader in college football history with 
his 349th reception, fittingly on a 57-yard touchdown pass at Kansas.

Despite only starting for two seasons, Carter is one of just two defensive 
backs in Oklahoma history with two seasons of at least 88 tackles and the 
only player to accomplish the feat in back-to-back seasons.

Named to the All-American First Team by the Associated Press, American 
Football Coaches Association and the Walter Camp Foundation and first 
team All-Big 12 by six organizations, Williams was the ringleader of the 
Oklahoma offensive line in 2009. 


After starting at right tackle for the better part of his first three collegiate 
years, Williams slid across the line his final year to protect the blind side of 
Sam Bradford and Landry Jones. 


When injuries left the Sooners with no available centers in the Sun Bowl 
against Stanford, Williams answered the call in the middle as the Okla- 
homa offensive line gave up no sacks against the Cardinal.

The first tight end to earn All-America honors under Bob Stoops, Jermaine 
Gresham turned in a record-setting season in 2008 when he was a finalist 
for the Mackey Award and a member of The Sporting News All-America 
team. 


A matchup nightmare for opposing defensive coordinators, Gresham had 
more TDs (14) and receiving yards (950) in a season than any other tight 
end in program history. 


Named first team All-Big 12 by the conference coaches, Gresham exceeded 
90 yards in five games and five receptions in eight games. When the team 
needed it the most, Gresham performed, racking up 25 catches, 302 yards 
and four touchdowns in the final three games of the season.

In his first season atop the depth chart, the junior from Kingfisher, Okla., 
put together one of the top seasons ever for an Oklahoma linebacker and 
was rewarded with a consensus All-American tag. 


Lofton led Oklahoma with 156 tackles, sixth-best in program history, and 
established a school record with nine double-digit tackles including a 
career-high 18 tackles in the team’s first meeting against Missouri. 


The 2007 Big 12 Defensive Player of the Year, Lofton had a knack for forcing 
critical turnovers against big time opponents, never more evident than his 
interception of Missouri's Chase Daniel in the Big 12 Championship. 


The one season of stardom paid off for Lofton, as the linebacker was 
OU’s first selection in the 2008 NFL Draft, going in the third round to the 
Atlanta Falcons.

Alexander was also 
credited with 3.5 quarterback sacks, four forced fumbles (two recoveries) 
and an interception. 


Alexander had 36 starts in his career, including every game of the 2006 
and 2005 seasons. He played in 39 total games for the Sooners from 
2003-06 after redshirting in 2002. The 2006 Big 12 Conference Defensive 
Player of the Year, Alexander became the first OU player to lead the team 
in tackles in back-to-back seasons since Rocky Calmus did so in three 
consecutive seasons from 1999-2001.

The Waco, Texas, native stepped in as a freshman when Josh Smith went 
out with an injury in 2001 and went on to start at center for the Sooners 
for four seasons. 


He earned first team All-Big 12 Conference honors in 2003 and 2004. 


As a senior in 2004, Carter helped pave the way for running back Adrian 
Peterson and protected quarterback Jason White -- both Heisman Trophy 
finalists -- as the Sooners completed a second consecutive undefeated 
regular season and won the 2004 Big 12 Conference Championship.

A dominating senior season led to Jammal Brown earning Oklahoma's 
fourth Outland Trophy. He followed that up as a first-round pick (No. 13) 
by the New Orleans Saints. 


He did not allow a sack or hurry during the regular season while logging a 
team-best 130 knockdown blocks. At season’s end Brown was a consensus 
All-American. 


As a junior, Brown had the highest line grade in a year when the offense 
had one of the most productive seasons in school history. The performance 
landed the Lawton native on the American Football Coaches Association’s 
first team All-America squad. 


Brown had 127 knockdowns and ran his string of consecutive starts to 28 
during the season.

Noted as one of the great stories of progress in OU history, Mark Clayton 
went from struggling to bench press 135 pounds in his first workout to twice 
being named an All-American. By the time his career was over, he held 
virtually every Sooner receiving record and was widely regarded as the 
best to ever play the position at the school. 


After a wildly successful junior season, Clayton’s numbers dipped somewhat 
as a senior, but that was attributable to an improved running game and a 
deeper receiving corps. He still led OU in receptions and yards and was 
named the the AFCA All-America team. Moreover, when punt returner 
Antonio Perkins was injured, Clayton added that role and took back one 
for a touchdown at OSU. As a junior, Clayton built a reputation as perhaps 
the most elusive receiver in the nation with 533 yards after catch (YAC). He 
set OU standards with 83 receptions for 1,425 yards and broke the school 
mark for receiving yards in a game with 190 against Texas.

Derrick Strait duplicated former OU great Roy Williams by winning the 
Nagurski (best defensive player) and Thorpe (best defensive back) Awards 
in 2003. Strait earned consensus All-American and All-Big 12 honors as a 
senior. He was named AP Big 12 Defensive Player of the Year. 


Strait set school records for starts (53), career interception return yards 
(397) and passes broken up (53). The Austin native ignited Oklahoma’s 
65-13 win over Texas in 2003 with a season-high 11 tackles, an interception, 
a 30-yard return, two fumble recoveries and three pass deflections against 
the Longhorns. Strait was a Thorpe Award semifinalist and consensus first 
team All-Big 12 selection in 2002. 


He started every game at corner and tied for the OU lead with six interceptions.

12 Conference Defensive Newcomer of the Year in Oklahoma's 2000

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Antonio Perkins became the nation’s most feared punt returner by re-writing 
the NCAA record book during his junior season. He set an NCAA mark 
with four returns for touchdowns on the season, including an NCAA record 
three against UCLA.

His other touchdown return, which tied the NCAA career mark at seven, 
came against Missouri. The returns were spectacular too, with lengths of 
84, 74 and 65 against UCLA and 65 against Missouri. 


Perkins, who also started every game at cornerback and had two interceptions 
on the season, finished No. 20 in the nation in return average, but that 
figure was diluted by the fact that his 53 attempts out-distanced the rest of 
the country’s returners by at least eight.

That was the out-of-the-blue story for Jason White, who 
wasn’t even announced as the team’s starter until the summer before the 
2003 season. He posted mind-boggling numbers, the most impressive of 
which were the 40 touchdowns and just 10 interceptions. 


White proved particularly adept at completing the long ball and set a 
school season record with 17 hookups of 40 or more yards. He completed 
50 percent or more of his passes in all but two games and was over 60 
percent nine times, including 16-of-21 against Texas and 16-of-18 vs. 
Texas A&M. He fired five TD strikes against both lowa State and A&M and 
had a career-high 394 passing yards against Texas Tech.

Tommie Harris rose to the pinnacle of his position in his junior season, 
which would be his last at OU. He departed for the NFL after just three 
years in Norman. As a junior, he continued to rocket into opposing back- 
fields with his uncanny quickness. Harris had 10 tackles for loss and 19 
quarterback hurries. 


After finishing as a finalist for the Lombardi Award one year earlier, he 
won the coveted piece of hardware in his final Sooner season. He also 
was one of four finalists for the Nagurski Award, which went to teammate 
Derrick Strait. Harris’ sophomore season was impressive despite an injury. 
Slowed all by a groin pull suffered in August, Harris still faced regular 
double teams. 


He was named to three All-America squads and was named a finalist for 
the Bednarik Award. He was the 14th overall selection in the 2004 draft 
by the Chicago Bears.

Determining the greatest linebacker in OU history is a tough chore. With 
Teddy Lehman in the mix, determining the fastest is much easier. That 
speed, which made him an outstanding high school sprinter, set the 
Sooner backer apart from his peers. He capped a brilliant career by 
winning the Butkus and Bednarik Awards after finishing as a finalist for 
each just one year earlier. His ability to get from sideline to sideline caught 
a lot of attention ... and ball carriers. As a senior, he had 117 tackles, 
including 19 for 47 yards in losses. 


As a junior, Lehman logged 112 tackles, including 17 for loss. He also had 
two interceptions, which went for 51 yards in returns, including one that set 
up the go-ahead touchdown against Texas. His one-yard return against 
Texas as a sophomore, the one that came on the back end of a play that 
saw Roy Williams leap a blocker to disrupt Longhorn QB Chris Simms, is 
one of the most memorable plays in school history. He was picked in the 
second round of the 2004 draft by the Detroit Lions.

Six interceptions, with 107 yards in returns, would indicate that Everage 
understood the centerfield nature of his position. The 94 tackles, third-highest 
on the team, speak to the linebacker-like mentality with which the Oklahoma 
free safety played. It was that combination of abilities that landed Everage 
on the All-America rolls. 


Everage recorded 60 tackles in 2003 (44 solo) including four for loss and 
one sack. He also nabbed one interception with four passes broken up.

Most punters are known for the length and/or the accuracy of their kicks. 
Jeff Ferguson was outstanding in both areas. But Ferguson separated 
himself with athletic ability and intelligent play that made him the complete 
player at his position. He ended his career as the school record holder for 
punting average in a career and became just the second player in school 
history to average more than 40 yards in each of his four seasons. The 
length of the kicks did not come at the expense of accuracy. Twenty-one 
of his 71 senior season punts were downed inside the 20-yard line. The 
thunderous punts and the balls that trickled dead deep in enemy terri- 
tory will be secondary as time remembers Ferguson's career, though. In 
his junior season, he made a brilliant play in the national championship 
game against Florida State, turning a bad snap into a safety rather than an 
opportunity for the Seminoles to get back into the game.

Only a few players define their position, but that is precisely what Rocky 
Calmus meant to college football. As a senior, he won the Dick Butkus 
Award as the nation’s top linebacker, but also was a finalist for the 
Nagurski and Bednarik Awards as the nation’s best defender and the 
Lombardi Award as the country’s top interior player. His senior year total 
of 117 tackles vaulted him into Oklahoma’s top five career tacklers and 
capped an incredible career. 


As a junior, he was named the toughest player in college football by The 
Sporting News during the Sooners’ 2000 national championship season. 
OU'’s all-time leader in tackles for a loss by a linebacker, Calmus was 
named Big 12 Defensive Player of the Year by the Associated Press and 
was a finalist for the Butkus Award. A first-team All-Big 12 selection in 
each of his last three seasons, Calmus led the squad in tackles in each 
of those years. He was drafted in the third round of the 2002 draft by the 
Tennessee Titans.

The runner-up for the 2000 Heisman Trophy, Josh Heupel became 
Oklahoma’s first consensus All-America quarterback and the first Sooner 
QB to earn All-America honors since Jack Mildren in 1971. 


As team captain his two years with the Sooners, Heupel is largely credited 
with turning an offense that statistically ranked as one of the worst in the 
nation before his arrival into one of the most explosive in the country. 


Heupel was named Associated Press Player of the Year, Walter Camp 
Player of the Year, The Sporting News Player of the Year, CBS Sports 
Player of the Year, Big 12 Player of the Year and Big 12 Offensive Player 
of the Year in 2000. 


The first-team all-conference selection guided OU to a school-record 13 
wins and its seventh national championship. Heupel left with virtually 
every OU and numerous Big 12 passing records.

A standout on both defense and special teams, J.T. Thatcher was named 
an All-American as both a defensive back and returner. The Mosi Tatupu 
Special Teams Player of the Year Award winner, Thatcher was one of only 
seven players to return two or more punts for a touchdown in 2000 and 
ranked ninth nationally in punt return average. A four-time Big 12 Special 
Teams Player of the Week selection, Thatcher set OU’s single-game (160) 
and single-season (599) records for punt return yards. He also posted the 
second-highest single-game kickoff return yard total with 150, including a 
93-yard return to set up OU's go-ahead touchdown against second-ranked 
Kansas State. Thatcher was a semifinalist for the Jim Thorpe Award and 
tied school records for interceptions in a game (3) and season (8).

OKLAHOMA AND THE NFL DRAFT 

Including the four Sooners selected in 2014, OU has had 367 players picked 
all-time in the NFL Draft. Fourty-four of those players were taken in the first 
round including three overall No. 1 picks: quarterback Sam Bradford in 2010, 
running back Billy Sims in 1980 and defensive end Lee Roy Selmon in 1976. 
All-America linebacker Brian Bosworth was the No. 1 pick in the 1987 supple- 
mental draft by Seattle. 


RECENT SOONERS PICKED EARLY 

With Lane Johnson chosen No. 4 overall in 2013 Draft, Oklahoma has supplied 
first-round selections for eight of the past 13 drafts. Four Sooners were chosen 
in 2010. Minnesota used its first pick on Adrian Peterson in 2007. Davin Jo- 
seph was picked in the opening round by Tampa Bay in 2006. Jammal Brown 
and Mark Clayton were drafted in the first round in 2005. Tommie Harris went 
to Chicago in 2004, Andre Woolfolk was selected by Tennessee in 2003 and 
Roy Williams went to Dallas in 2002. 


MOST FIRST-ROUNDERS 

The 2010 NFL Draft marked a first for the Oklahoma program as four Sooners 
were selected in the first round. Oklahoma has also had two seasons with 
three players selected in the first round: 1970 and 1976. The 1970 draft 
featured Steve Zabel picked No. 6, Jim Files No. 13 and Steve Owens No. 19. 
In 1976, Lee Roy Selmon was selected No. 1 overall and Joe Washington No. 
4 with Billy Brooks as the 11th overall pick.

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David L. Boren 


13th President, The University of Oklahoma 


David L. Boren, who has served Oklahoma as Governor and U.S. Senator, became the thirteenth 
President of the University of Oklahoma in November 1994. He is the first person in state history 
to have served in all three positions. In his last U.S. Senate election, Boren received the highest 
percentage of the votes of any Senate candidate in the United States. 


Boren is widely respected for his academic credentials, his longtime support of education, and 
for his distinguished political career as a reformer of the American political system. A graduate 
of Yale University in 1963, Boren majored in American history, graduated in the top one percent 
of his class and was elected Phi Beta Kappa. He was selected as a Rhodes Scholar and earned a 
master’s degree in politics, philosophy and economics from Oxford University, England, in 1965. 


In 1968, he received a law degree from the University of Oklahoma College of Law, where he was 
on the Law Review, elected to the Order of the Coif, and won the Bledsoe Prize as the outstanding 
graduate by a vote of the faculty. 


As Oklahoma's governor from 1974 through 1978, Boren promoted key educational initiatives 
that have had an enduring impact on Oklahoma. Established during his tenure were the 
Oklahoma Arts Institute, the Scholar-Leadership Enrichment Program, and the Oklahoma 
Physicians Manpower Training Program, which provides scholarships for medical students and 
medical personnel who commit to practice in underserved rural areas. Also, the first state funding 
for Gifted and Talented classes was provided in 1976 and, from 1976 through 1978, Oklahoma 
ranked first among all states in the percentage increases of funding for higher education. 


One of Boren’s most far-reaching projects in promoting quality education at all levels is the 
Oklahoma Foundation for Excellence, which he founded in 1985. The foundation recognizes 
outstanding public school students and teachers and helps establish private local foundations to 
help give academic endowment grants to local public schools. As a senator, he was the author 
of the National Security Education Act in 1992, which provides scholarships for study abroad and 
for learning additional languages, as well as legislation to restore the tax deductibility of gifts 
of appreciated property to universities in 1993. He has served as co-chair of the U.S. President's 
bipartisan Intelligence Advisory Board (PIAB). 


Boren, also a former state legislator, spent nearly three decades in elective politics before 
becoming the president of the University of Oklahoma. Boren was the youngest governor in 
the nation when he served from 1974 to 1978. Known as a reformer, Boren campaigned with 
a broom as his symbol. During his term, he instituted many progressive programs, including 
conflict-of-interest rules, campaign-financing disclosure, stronger open meeting laws for public 
bodies, more competitive bidding on state government contracts, and reform of the state's 
prison system, including expanded education programs for first-time offenders and the largest 
expansion of the work-release program in state history. He advocated and signed into law the 
state's Open Meeting Law in 1977. 


During his time in the U.S. Senate from 1979 to 1994, Boren served on the Senate Finance and 
Agriculture Committees and was the longest-serving chairman of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence. From his days as a state legislator and governor of Oklahoma to Washington, 
Boren carried a commitment to reform, leading numerous efforts to make government work 
better for American citizens. As chairman of the Senate Intelligence Committee, he strengthened 
oversight of secret government programs and reformed the procedures for Presidential notice of 
such programs to Congress. 


For more than 10 years, he led the fight for congressional campaign finance reform and for 
legislation discouraging administration and congressional staff from cashing in on government 
experience and contacts by becoming lobbyists. In addition, he introduced legislation seeking 
to limit gifts and travel subsidies that government workers, including members of Congress, 
can receive from lobbyists. Boren also chaired the special 1992-93 Joint Committee on the 
Organization of Congress, which produced proposals to make Congress more efficient and 
responsive by streamlining congressional bureaucracy, reducing staff sizes and reforming 
procedures to end legislative gridlock. Boren left the U.S. Senate in 1994 with an approval rating 
of 91 percent. 


Boren served from 1988 to 1997 as a member of the Yale University Board of Trustees. His 
university experience also includes four years on the faculty of Oklahoma Baptist University, 
where he was chairman of the Department of Political Science and chairman of the Division of 
Social Sciences. In 1993, the American Association of University Professors presented Boren with 
the Henry Yost Award as Education Advocate of the Year. 


In April 2004, Boren received the Mory’s Cup from the Mory’s Association at Yale University. 
In making the presentation to Boren it was noted that he was the first Yale graduate in the 
university's history extending over three centuries to have served as a Governor, U.S. Senator and 
President of a major university. 


Under Boren’s leadership, the University of Oklahoma has developed and emerged as a“pacesetter 
university in American public higher education,” with 31 major new programs initiated since his 
inauguration. They include establishment of the Joe C. and Carole Kerr McClendon Honors College, 
the Charles M. Russell Center for the Study of Art of the American West, a new expository writing 
program for freshmen modeled on the program at Harvard, the Artist-in-Residence Program, 
a new College of International Studies, and the Faculty-in-Residence Program, putting faculty 
family apartments in student residence halls. The Retired Professors Program has been started, 
bringing 50 retired full professors back to the University to teach freshmen. Additional new 
programs include a Religious Studies program to promote understanding between cultures, the 
Institute for Quality Communities, which fosters the creation of livable communities in the state 
and nation, the Center for the Creation of Economic Wealth, which allows students to partner 
with OU researchers and private sector mentors to advance early-stage university technologies 
that enhance the state’s economy, and the Institute for American Constitutional Heritage, which 
allows students the opportunity to gain a greater understanding of our nation’s history. 


The number of new facilities started or completed on the campus during the Boren years has 
matched the explosion in new programs. Since 1994, more than $2 billion in construction 
projects have been completed or are under way on OU’s three campuses. Among the largest 
of the recent projects are the $67 million National Weather Center on OU'’s Norman Campus, the 
$128 million Peggy and Charles Stephenson Cancer Center on OU’s Health Sciences Center campus 
in Oklahoma City and the $35 million OU-Tulsa Schusterman Center Clinic. 


Presidential Travel Scholarships, students from 120 countries on campus, and study abroad 
programs in over 50 countries and 100 cities on six continents, including OU’s signature program 
in Arezzo, Italy, are all making OU more international. The Joe C. and Carole Kerr McClendon 
Honors College helps to assure that no students need to leave Oklahoma to find an educational 
experience to match their potential. 


In 1995, Boren launched the “Reach for Excellence” fundraising campaign with a five-year goal 
of $200 million, which was twice as large as any fundraising drive in Oklahoma history. The 
drive exceeded $500 million, raising OU into the top 15 public universities in the United States 
in private endowment per capita. Since 1994, endowed professorships have increased from 100 
to 562 and the OU donor base has grown from 17,000 to more than 191,500 friends and alumni. 
During Boren’s tenure more than $2 billion in private gifts have been donated to the university. 


Above all, the Boren years have been marked by an emphasis on putting students first. There is 
Not a university president in the country that is more committed to students as his number one 
priority. He teaches a freshman-level course in political science each semester and is one of the 
few presidents of major universities to teach. 


Boren is married to Molly Shi Boren, a former judge and English teacher. Mrs. Boren is President 
Emeritus of the Oklahoma Arts Institute, which provides education programs in nine arts 
disciplines for high school students from across the state who are gifted in the arts. Molly Boren 
has two degrees from the University of Oklahoma, a master’s degree in English and a Juris 
Doctorate from the OU College of Law. A native of Seminole, Boren has two children, Carrie Boren 
Headington, an Episcopal minister, and David Daniel Boren, a former member of the United 
States Congress from Oklahoma. Devoting much of his life to public service, Boren drew from the 
example of his parents, the late Congressman Lyle H. Boren and Christine Boren. 
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Joe Castiglione 


Vice President for Intercollegiate Athletics Programs 
and Director of Athletics, The University of Oklahoma 


When Joe Castiglione came to Oklahoma, he inherited one of the most storied programs in 
college athletics, and he set about the business of making it better. 


Some would argue that the past 16 years represent the best of the best. With nine national 
championships and 67 conference titles, including seven in the 2014-15 academic year, during 
his tenure, Castiglione’s record is certainly one of great merit. Add in the impressive numbers in 
the classroom for his Sooners and you get a sense of the overall excellence that Castiglione has 
encouraged and built. 


A place where competitive dreams come true and academic excellence are the expectations, not 
the exceptions, has been created at OU by Castiglione with the full support of OU President David 
L. Boren and OU’s Board of Regents. 


The 11th and now second longest serving director of athletics at OU, Castiglione arrived on the 
Sooner campus in summer of 1998 and what he found was nothing like what we see today. He 
made a number of changes, and, in the process, created a team of administrators, coaches and 
support staff who pursue and achieve lofty goals under the banner of ethical integrity. 


The Sooners continue to rank among the top 20 in the annual Learfield Director's Cup, including 
an all-time best of seventh in 2012-13. The 2013-14 competition season resulted in OU's fifth 
consecutive top 20 finish and the 14th in the top 30 in Castiglione’ 16 seasons at the helm. 


Oklahoma’s consistent performance in the Director's Cup has been built through overall success 
in competition. OU sent eight of nine spring sport teams to the postseason and a total of seven 
teams, led by the 2014 women’s gymnastics team’s national championship, finished in the top 10 
throughout the year. That number included runner-up NCAA finishes by the men’s gymnstics and 
men’s tennis teams as well as top 10 finishes from women’s golf (fourth), softball (fifth), football 
(sixth), wrestling (10th). 


The true measure of achievement for Castiglione and, by extension, the department's coaches 
and staff, is demonstrated in the success of the student-athletes in relation to the department's 
mission statement “Inspiring champions today ... Preparing leaders for tomorrow.’ Castiglione 
believes that excellence on the field of competition should correlate with the outstanding results 
from the classroom. OU student-athletes once again recorded a cumulative GPA over 3.00 for the 
2013-14 academic year, a streak of five consecutive semesters of a 3.00-plus GPA. The 2013 fall 
semester produced an all-time best single semester GPA of 3.06. Nine Sooner programs recorded 
a perfect 1.000 Academic Progress Rate as the APR held steady or improved for 16 of 21 teams. 


Since arriving at OU, Castiglione has insisted that daily and long-term decisions be made in a 
financially responsible manner. The department has closed the books in the black in each of the 
last 16 years, making it one of the few Division | programs which remain totally self-sustaining. 
His understanding of how the department fits into the University’s academic mission led to a 
decision to increase the direct support provided by the department on an annual basis. The most 
recent demonstration of that commitment led to a partnership with President Boren’s office 
that eliminated the admission fee at OU’s internationally known Fred Jones Jr. Museum of Art. 
Through direct and indirect support, OU Athletics provides more than $8 million annually to OU's 
academics budget. 


Facility improvement and construction at athletics facilities has been carried out at a record pace 
and Castiglione takes pride in the fact that those improvements have been paid for with private 
money. The most recent facility is the $75 million Headington Hall, which provides housing for 
the general student population as well as student-athletes. The state-of-the-art building opened 
in August 2013 and makes OU the leader in providing an engaging community living option for 
OU students. 


Castiglione understands that facilities are a key component in recruiting as well as for the 
thousands of Sooner fans who come to the Norman campus to cheer on their favorite team. With 
that knowledge, OU administrators recently announced a $370 million update to the Gaylord 
Family Oklahoma Memorial Stadium Master Plan. To be carried out over the next several years, 
the improvements will directly affect every Sooner student-athlete and every fan who enters 
the historic stadium. 


Castiglione is quick to give full credit to the student-athletes and coaches, the staff, OU President 
Boren, the OU Board of Regents, the donors and the fans for the success experienced during his 
tenure. It was that commitment to a team approach emphasis that was one of the many qualities 
that that the search committee recognized when they recommended Castiglione to university 
administration in April of 1998 after an outstanding administrative career at Missouri. 


In recognition of the many achievements of his tenure, Castiglione was named National Athletic 
Director of the Year in May 2009 by the Sports Business Journal. The National Football Foundation 
and College Hall of Fame named him the 2013 recipient of the John L. Toner Award, presented 
annually by the NFF to an athletic director who has demonstrated superior administrative abili- 
ties and shown outstanding dedication to college athletics and particularly college football. In 
April 2014, Castilgione received the Abe Lemons/Paul Hansen Award for Sports Excellence from 
Oklahoma City University. 


His peers have honored him as well. In November 2012, the United States Sports Academy 
named him the winner of the Carl Maddox Sports Management Award. In October 2004, the 
Bobby Dodd Foundation named him Athletics Director of the Year. In 2003, he was inducted into 
the National Association of Collegiate Marketing Administrators Hall of Fame. In June 2001, he 
received the General Robert R. Neyland Athletic Director Award for lifetime achievement from the 
All-American Football Foundation. The National Association of Collegiate Directors of Athletics 
(NACDA) named him Central Region AD of the Year in 2000. 


The department received the 2007 PRISM Award, presented by the School of Sports Manage- 
ment at the University of Massachusetts. OU was just the second Division | winner and all of the 
programs recognized by the selection panel were started under Castiglione’s leadership with the 
full support of university administration. 


The achievement that may bring him the most pride came in May 2007 when he completed 
a master’s of education degree from OU. Subsequently, he became an adjunct professor in the 
College of Education, teaching graduate classes in Marketing, Development and Leadership in 
Higher Education. He was recently named to the Jeannine Rainbolt Colege of Education Board 
of Advocates. 


Castiglione was instrumental in the athletics department's major campaign, Great Expectations: 
The Campaign For Sooner Sports. The then largest fund-raising effort in OU athletics history 
included projects that impacted each of OU's 21 sports and has become a national model for 
intercollegiate athletics. The campaign ended three years later with more than $125 million 
raised and that figure has grown to more than $380 million since then as funds continue to be 
raised for facility improvements and scholarship endowments. 


Hired on April 30, 1998, Castiglione joined the Sooner family after serving as athletics director at 
Missouri. In his 17-year career with the Tigers, Castiglione, who was named director of athletics 
at Missouri on Dec. 15, 1993, was credited with rebuilding sports programs, hiring outstanding 
coaches, implementing an innovative master plan for facilities, inspiring record-setting increases 
in fund-raising and balancing the budget in each of his five years as athletics director. 


A 1979 Maryland graduate, Castiglione received the University’s Distinguished Alumnus Award 
in April 2007. He began his career as the sports promotions director at Rice. He then worked a 
year as director of athletic fund-raising at Georgetown before being hired in 1981 at Missouri as 
director of communications and marketing. 


His commitment to the success of student-athletes has gone beyond the Norman campus and he 
has served at the national and conference level. He is entering his fourth year on the NCAA Divi- 
sion | Men’s Basketball Committee. He chaired the NCAA's Football Academic Progress Rate (APR) 
Working Group and completed service on the NCAA Working Group on Collegiate Model-Rules 
Committee. He also serves on the Gatorade Collegiate Advisory Board and the National Football 
Foundation and College Football Hall of Fame Board of Directors. 


He served three terms as the chair of the Big 12 Board of Athletics Directors and is a past president 
of both the Division I-A Athletic Directors Association and NACDA. He served a four-year term on 
the NCAA Championship/Competition Cabinet and the NCAA Baseball Committee and is a past 
member of the NCAA Football Special Events Certification Committee. He has served on the NCAA 
Diversity Leadership Strategic Planning Committee, the NCAA Division | Women’s Basketball 
Discussion Group, the United States Olympic Committee Athlete Career and Education Strategic 
Working Group and the NCAA Football Issues Committee of which he now serves as chairman. 
A former member of the Phi Delta Theta Foundation Board of Trustees, he is a highly requested 
speaker at annual conventions and continuing education institutes. In November 2011, he was 
named to his hometown, Broward County (Fla.) Sports Hall of Fame. 


His involvement in the local community has led to service with civic clubs, churches and charities, 
including the United Way of Norman, recently serving his third term as OU’s campus co-chair, 
which resulted in the highest recorded contributions ever by faculty, staff and students to the 
United Way of Norman's annual campaign. He encourages student-athletes and athletics staff 
to participate in those efforts as well, and in 2013-14, OU Athletics representatives logged more 
than 4,000 hours of community service. 


A native of Fort Lauderdale, Fla., Castiglione is married to the former Kristen Bartel, a 1990 
graduate of the University of Missouri. They are the parents of two sons, Joseph Robert, Jr. and 
Jonathan Edmund.

The Prentice Gautt Academic Center provides student-athletes with 
a modern, state-of-the-art academic support facility that promotes 
excellence. The environment encourages a collaboration between staff 
members and student-athletes. In addition, it is highly conducive to 
learning in all areas of students’ academic endeavors and features eight 
learning centers. 


Located on the second and third floors in the north end of Gaylord Family 
- Oklahoma Memorial Stadium, the Academic Center houses academic 
advising offices, a computer center and learning and skill development 
centers for reading, study skills, math, foreign languages, career, 
communication, learning enhancement and studying. 


Academic Advising 


Academic Advising Services, considered a campus-advising unit, is 
conveniently located within the center. The athletics department employs 
seven professional, full-time advisors who are here to help student- 
athletes through the educational process. 


It is important that student-athletes utilize their services. The advisors will 
assist student-athletes with planning their class schedules and deciding 
on a degree program that will suit their needs. In addition, they can help 
student-athletes with career planning, setting academic goals, academic 
support strategies and personal counseling. 


Kerr Sooner Career Center 


Whether student-athletes are freshmen, sophomores, juniors, seniors 
or alumni, they will benefit from the services of the Kerr Sooner Career 
Center. It provides a system of services that educates and guides students 
through the career development process. 


The Career Center is dedicated to helping student-athletes make the 
transition from college to career by developing an individualized career 
plan. Opportunities are provided for student-athletes to gain the knowledge 
and skills necessary for resume writing and interviewing techniques. The 
center is also linked to the OU Career Services on campus, which offers 
effective job-hunting skills, on-line resume services and training and 
career resources. 


Kerr Foundation Computer Center 


Technology is an integral part of the learning experience. The computer 
center maintains more than 150 computers and is available exclusively to 
OU’s student-athletes. Additionally, wireless Internet access is available 
throughout the facility. 


Laptop computers are available for checkout when the Computer Center 
is closed. The laptop program is very important in helping OU’s student- 
athletes stay on top of their schoolwork when traveling. 


Group training is available for all new student-athletes during the first 
week of directed study. This helps familiarize each student-athlete with the 
department's resources and procedures. Individual training sessions are 
available to each student upon request and lab technicians are available 
to help. 


The Computer Center has been a model for other universities around the 
country. Upgrades are scheduled annually, along with a face lift for the 
entire facility. A deep commitment from the Athletics Department ensures 
that the excellence in the Computer Center is a high priority. 


Communications Center 


The Athletics Department maintains a center that focuses on developing 
communication and public speaking skills for student-athletes. This state- 
of-the-art center, coordinated by a broadcast professional, offers training 
to enhance communication skills in order to prepare student-athletes for 
media interaction as well as personal and professional interactions. 


Kerr Foundation Foreign Language Center 


To assist student-athletes in speaking, listening, reading and writing in 
other languages, the Kerr Foundation Foreign Language Center offers a 
multi-media environment that provides instruction in all foreign languages 
and in English as a second language. 


On an individual basis, student-athletes have the option of working with 
computers, audio-visual equipment and tutors in order to enhance their 
language experience. 


Academic Mentoring Program 


Freshman and transfer student-athletes are provided an Academic 
Mentor to help with the transition to the university setting. The 
program is designed to help student-athletes develop useful study 
techniques, improve problem solving strategies and emphasize 
the importance of time management and organizational skills. 


Math & Tutoring Center 


As a supplement to class instruction, the Math & Tutoring Center provides 
assistance for all course levels to help student-athletes review course 
material and offers personal and group tutoring sessions. 


Reading Improvement Program 


If student-athletes have trouble with assigned textbook readings or 
studying, the Reading Improvement Program can help. It provides student- 
athletes with college reading strategies and individualized instruction to 
improve and build confidence with reading comprehension and specific 
skill development. 


Thompson Writing Center 


Because learning and writing are essential life-long skills which can 
always be strengthened, the Thompson Writing Center offers personalized 
instruction to student-athletes who seek assistance in basic writing 
strategies and developing proofreading skills. 


The goal is to help student-athletes develop the strategies they need to 
be successful by encouraging the use of the center for all facets of the 
learning and writing processes encountered in college.

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What is a Sooner? 


Sports fans are hard-pressed to find a nickname that is as unique and as 
linked to a state’s history as a Sooner. The University of Oklahoma is the 
only school known as Sooners. 


Oklahoma Territory opened with the Land Run of 1889. Settlers from 
across the globe, seeking free land, made their way to the prairies of the 
plains to stake their claim to a new life. One of the few rules to claiming a 
lot of land was that all participants were to start at the same time, on the 
boom of a cannon. Settlers who went too early were called “Sooners.” 


OU athletic teams were called either Rough Riders or Boomers for 10 
years before the current Sooner nickname emerged in 1908. The uni- 
versity actually derived their name from a pep club called ‘The Sooner 
Rooters.’ The success of University of Oklahoma athletic teams over the 
years has made the nickname synonymous with winning. 


Crimson & Cream 

In the fall of 1895, Miss May Overstreet was asked to chair a committee 
to select the colors of the university. The committee decided the colors 
should be crimson and cream and an elaborate display of the colors was 
draped above a platform before the student body. The students approved 
with great enthusiasm and immediately pennants, banners and decora- 
tions of every description appeared on the streets, in the windows, at 
chapel, in classrooms, and all public places around campus. 


Sooner Schooner 

The Sooner Schooner is a Conestoga, or covered wagon, reminiscent of 
the mode of travel used by pioneers who settled Oklahoma. The Schooner 
iS powered by matching white ponies named Boomer and Sooner, and it 
ventures onto Owen Field in a triumphant victory ride after OU scores. 
Although the Schooner was introduced in 1964, it did not become the 
official mascot until 1980. The Schooner is well-recognized by college 
athletics fans across the country and makes regular appearances at 
university functions. 
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Boomer Sooner! 

In 1905, Arthur M. Alden, a student in history and physiology whose father 
was a Norman jeweler, wrote the lyrics to the fight song, borrowing the 
tune from Yale University’s ‘Boola Boola’ but improvising the words. A year 
later, an addition was made to it from North Carolina’s ‘I’m a Tarheel Born’ 
and the two combined to form the university's fight song today. Though 
the tune was first made known by Yale, the everlasting success of Sooner 
squads has taken the melody of ‘Boomer Sooner’ to national popularity. 


Oklahoma! 


The Pride of Oklahoma plays perhaps the most popular and recognizable 
state song in history. Oklahoma! is the final rousing chorus of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein's epic musical. Breaking all Broadway box office records 
when it opened in 1943, Oklahoma! was the first collaboration between the 
legendary pair who were awarded a Pulitzer Prize for their seminal work. 


The OU Chant 


Every fan who wears the official colors, each current student and student- 
athlete and all OU alumni are encouraged to stand and raise one finger in 
the air during the playing of the Chant -- a symbolic gesture that shows the 
greatness of the university and the unity between all Sooners. The Chant 
was written in 1936 by Jessie Lone Clarkson Gilkey, who directed the OU 
girl's glee club from 1936 to 1938 and was voted Outstanding Faculty 
Woman in 1937. 


O-K-L-A-H-O-M-A 
Our chant rolls on and on! 
Thousands strong 
Join heart and song 
In alma mater's praise 
Of campus beautiful by day and night 
Of colors proudly gleaming Red and White 
‘Neath a western sky 
OU's chant will never die.
